Two boys were drowned and the lives of 
fifty others were imperilled yester- 
afternoon, while skating on a pond 
back of the Evergreen Cemetery, just over 
the border line of Willlamsburg.

Of 
the number, about thirty, including sev- 
eral young girls, were thrown into the icy 
water and rescued with great difficulty.

Drowned While “ Stealing” a Sailor. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., Jan. 27.—Joseph Bart- 
lett, a runner for a sailors’ boarding house, 
was drowned in the river before daylight 
Friday morning. ‘The investigation devel- 
oped to-day that Bartlett, with a compan- 
ion, was attempting to ‘‘steal’’ a_ sailor 
from the Italian barkentine Letiza. They 
were in a small boat alongside the ves- 
sel. The sailor's kit had been lowered, and 
the man was about to follow, when the 
ship's watchman, seeing what was up, 
dropped a short, heavy piece of iron into 
the boat. It knocked a hole through the 
bottom, swamping the frail craft. Bartlett 
was drowned.

HARVARD MAN EXONERATED. 


Autopsy Shows Crane, Who Was Killed 
in a Boxing Bout, Died of 
Heart Disease. 

Special to The New York Times. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 27.—George R. 
Ainsworth, the young Harvard student, 
whose blow while boxing yesterday resulted 
in the death of Curtis L. Crane, was en- 
tirely exonorated from any blame in the 
matter to-day by the autopsy held by Medi- 
eal Examiner Swan of Cambridge. Chronic 
heart disease was the cause of the young 
man’s death. It was not brought about by 

the force of Ainsworth’s blow. 

Examiner Swan, in his report, says that 
Crane had chronic valvular trouble of the 
which caused an obstruction of the 
aorta. He says the excitement of the exer- 
cise may have resulted in Crane’s death, 
but he states emphatically that Ainsworth 
cannot be blamed. The fact that Crane 
had been troubled with his heart for some 
time was brought out by the statement of 
a Brookline doctor, who said that he had 


warned the young man frequently against 
violent exercise, and especially against box- 
ing. 

There has been considerable conjecture 
in Cambridge to-day as to the action Har- 
vard authorities will take in regard to the 
affair. Ten years ago a similar tragedy re- 
sulted in boxing being prohibited at Har- 
vard for a long time. Some similar action 
may be taken in the present case, but it is 
extremely doubtful, for Crane was not a 
Harvard man, and the accident did not 
occur in a college dormitory. Dean Shaler 
of the Lawrence Scientific School, in which 
Ainsworth Is a student, was one of the first 
to reach the scene after the accident, and 
he also took entire charge of matters fol- 
lowing. His explanation will probably be 
sufficient for the authorities. 


Peoria Robbers Got $31,976 in Stamps. 


PEORIA, Ill, Jan. 27.--The exact loss 
sustained by the revenue office from the 
visit of the robbers last Friday night has 
teen determined to be $381,976. The plun- 
der taken consists of revenue stamps of 
various denominations, carried off by the 
robbers in the original package. The weight 
of the plunder was nearly 300 pounds.

HUGE SEAS SWEEP A SHIP. 


Hole Knocked in the Deck of La Gas- 
cogne and Two Lifeboats Smashed 
—Passengers in a Panic. 

Two terrific seas, mountainous in size and 
herculean in strength, staggered the French 
liner La Gascogne, smashed two of her 
lifeboats, twisted and broke the rails on 
her starboard quarter, frightened her 400 
steerage passengers almost out of their 
wits, and gave to her saloon passengers a 
feeling of terror which will cause them 
to remember for many days to come the 
transatlantic voyage that ended at the 
French piers, on North River, yesterday 
afternoon. When La Gascogne left Havre 
she had not been headed westward many 
hours when the first of the bad weather de- 
veloped. It came in the shape of gales from 
many points of the compass, and lasted for 

thirty-five hours. 

When the first of the serles of gales that 
were to cross her path during the pas- 
sage abated, the vessel was found to have 
weathered it without having sustained any 
appreciable damage. From this on until 
she arrived off the Banks last Friday morn- 
ing shortly after midnight La Gascogne 
was favored with what may be termed 
good weather, at least for this season 
of the year. The only unpleasant thing 
noticeable was the heavy swells and at 
times seas of a size above the average 
that would occasionally cause her to have 
an uncomfortable kind of roll that was 
not conducive to the good health of many 
of the passengers, especially those who 


were making their maiden trip across the 


Atlantic.

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DASHED FIRE ENGINE 
INTO ELEVATED PILLA 


Driver Trittenback’s Heroic Act 
Saved Cabman’s Life. 


Two Men in Rear of the Machine Badly 
Hurt—Crowd Cheered Firemen and 
Tried to Lynch Cabman. 


Fire Engine No. 8 from East Fifty-first 
Street, answering an alarm for a fire in the 
flat house at 980 Third Avenue last night, 
in an effort to avoid a collision with a 
hansom cab which got right in the engine's 
way, was driven into an elevated pillar 
near Fifty-eighth Street. 

Engineer Peter Martin and Lieut. Edward 
F. Ryan were on the back of the engine. 
Driver George Trittenback was strapped 
to the seat. The concussion threw Martin's 
head against the safety valve and almost 
tore off his upper lip. Dr. Ramsdell of the 
Fire Department later had to put ten 
stitches into it. Lieut. Ryan was jerked 
against the machinery and severely shaken. 
The driver escaped with slight injuries. 

Almost on top of the engine, and like it 
going at full speed was a tender driven 
by Samuel Hague. By some skillful work 
Hague managed to swerve to the right and 
ran his vehicle into the curb. He was not 
hurt. 

The fire was in the apartments on the 
second floor, occupied by Harry L. Holmes 
and F. W. Shaeffer.

MATAWAN SWEPT BY FIRE. 


Principal Business Section of the New 
Jersey Village Wiped Out—in- 
cendiarism Suspected. 
MATAWAN, N. J., Jan. 27.—Fire wiped 
out the principal business section of this 
place last night, causing a loss of over 
$100,000. The flames would have destroyed 
the entire village but for the aid given to 

local firemen by the Keyport brigade. 

The fire started in the harness shop of 
Roland Crawford in Commercial Block, on 
Main Street. It was discovered about 1 
o'clock by Mrs. Mary Mays, a dressmaker 
living in one of the apartments over the 
stores which occupied the ground floor. 
She gave the alarm at once, but so rapidly 
did the flames spread that the occupants 
of the living apartments were driven out 
in their night clothing. 

As soon as possible the firemen rallied to, 
the scene, but by that time every part of 
Commercial Block was blazing. The wind 
was blowing a stiff gale, and drove the 
flames in every direction. They leaped 
across an intervening street and took hold 
of the Matawan Opera House. This was 
one of the largest buildings in the village, 
and was built of brick. It was soon in 
ruins. Its solid brick wall saved the build- 
ings beyond it from taking fire, but mean- 
while the flames were traveling in the 
other direction and eating their way stead- 
ily along the street. 

Almost the whole population of the vil- 
lage, reinforced by the farmers for miles 
around, helped the firemen. When the

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Has Made an Investigation of the 
Contracts for Supplies. 


“AGENT” MARKS’S BIG FORTUNE 


His Close Friendship with Commis 
sioner Scannell—Contracts for a 


Peculiar Kind of Hose. 


A small hole in 100 feet of rubber hose 
is destined to cause startling exposures of 
the methods of certain contractors in fur- 
nishing supplies in the City of New York. 

The hole was placed in the 100 feet of 
hose by experts to whom the 100-foot 
length was submitted by investigators of 
the Finance Department. It was a part 
of a 10,000-foot lot furnished for the use 
of the Fire Department in Brooklyn. 

The notice of Controller Coler has been 
called during the past two years to the 
matter of supplies furnished on special or- 
ders without competition from Fire Com- 
missioner Scannell. The Finance Depart- 
ment experts found a man suddenly gruw- 
ing rich. His income was from $40,000 to 
$50,000 a year. He claimed to have influ- 
ence with the officials of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and it alleged that he found it 
easy to obtain from 10 to 20 per cent. on all 
contracts for supplies furnished to the de- 
Which John J. Scannell is

The contractor agent—as he 
known to ail the firms in New York deal- 
ing in Fire Department supplies, the 
man who a vear ago gave a dinner ar the 
Democratic Club. His name is William L. 
Marks, and the business directory shows 
that he is in the Fire Department supply 
business at 320 Broadway. 

The dinner at_the Democratic Club cost 
$135 a plate. There were twenty people 
present... Among the number were Fire 
Commissioner John J. Scannell, Corpora- 
tion Counsel John Whalen. two Justices 
the Supreme Court, and the remainder of 
the guests were Tammany politicians.

The wonder at that time was how a com- 
paratively unknown man in the Democratie 
Club could give such a magnificent ban- 
quet. “‘Agent’’ Marks became a_ well- 
known character at His hand wus 
shaken whenever we came to the club, and 
he was recognized of the most suc- 
cessful members of the organization. 

The experts in the Finance Department 
have been watching the contracts which 
“Agent’’ Marks has secured from the city. 
In addition to acting for many firms in sup- 
plying goods to the Fire Department, Mr. 
Marks organized a company of his own, 
known as the Powers Manufacturing and 
Supply Company. 

Contro.ier Coler’s investigators found 
that *‘ Agent’ Marks had represented to 
a dozen firms which could supply the Fire 
Department with materials such as en- 
gines, rubber hose, nozzles, and all the 
oaraphernalia for the fire fighters of New 
York, that the best way to get contracts 
was to give him the power negotiate 
with the Fire Department. 

HIS BUSINESS OF 

“ Agent ’’ Marks was most successful for 
his principals. 

Every company represented got 
tracts, and during the last two 
has been estimated that his 
amounted to over $500,000. Whether 
‘**Agent’ ’Marks had any direct influence 
with Fire Commissioner Scannell or any 
other of the city officials was not developed 
in the investigation made by the experts 
of the Finance Department 

It was established, however, that the 
closest of personal relations existed be- 
tween William L. Marks and Fire Commis- 
sioner Seannell. A short time ago when 
John J. Scannell bought for his personal 
use the famous race horse The Abbot for 
$26,500, ‘‘ Agent’’ Marks and Fire Com- 
missioner Scanneli journeyed to a training 
farm near Buffalb together look 
the famous thoroughbred. 

There were many other points discovered 
to show that friendly relations existed be- 
tween Commissioner Scannell and **Agent ” 
Marks, but no developments were found 
to Warrant in any statement that Marks 
had any power with the Fire Department 
officials outside of his personal influence 

The attention of Controller Coler’s in- 
vestigators was called to Mr. Marks by 
complaints from dealers in Fire Depart- 
ment supplies that demands had been made 
on them by certain men for from 1V to 2 
per cent. of the contract price of goods for 
** political influence” in sew if con- 
tracts. After several montb- work, it 
was found that high prices paid for 
nearly all the articles. 

A 10,600-foot lot rubber hose 
nished to the department In 
a subordinate of Controller Coler wrote a 
letter to the head of the repair shop in 
Brooklyn asking for 100 feet of the hose as 
a loan. The letter was stamped with the 
signature of Bird S. Coler 

After tests were made of the i0-foot 
length by experts in the rubber trade the 
hose was returned to the Fire Department 
mutilated. According to Fire Commissioner 
Scannell there was a hole in the hose 
which was filled with a plug. Fire Commis- 
sioner Scannell wrote to (‘ontroller Coler a 
letter which was published in THr NEw 
YorK TIMES of yesterday. He demanded 
that Controller Coler refrain from writing 
to subordinates of his department, as fol- 
lows: 

L object to letters addressed 
this department asking them to give to Inspect- 
ors of the Finance Department iples of goods 
or information concerning the purchase of same, 
I, as Fire Commiissioner, am the head of the de- 
partment, and as such am entitled to be the re- 
cipient of al! correspondence, and it comes in 
bad grace for the head of a department of the 
City Government to address a subordinate of any 
other department requesting from him informa- 
tion, without the knowledge of the head of the 
department itself, who is the one responsible 

Controller Coler immediately on the re 
ceipt of this communication wrote a let- 
ter to Fire Commissioner Scannell apolo- 
gizing for the action of his department in 
violating the rules of official etiquette in 
asking for the loan of a few feet of hose 
for test purposes. Controller Coler ac- 
knowledged that the hose furnished was 
to the test of rival concerns, 
and he said that that was the only way to 
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| get at the truth of the matter as to whether 


the city was being mulcted in large sums, 

After the completion of several months of 
investigation, Controller Colers experts 
have enough evidence gathered which, in 
the opinion of a lawyer as well known as 
Delos McCurdy, would warrant the city tm 
beginning at once a suit against the con- 
tractors for the recovery of large sums of 
money. There is no claim made that evi- 
dence to warrant a criminal charge has 
been obtained up to date. 


CONTROLLER COLER MOVES. 


The methods of “ Agent’’ Marks became 
known to Controller Coler several months 
ago, when an attempt was made to put 
through the Board of Estimate a resolution 
calling on the Fire Department to use a 


certain brand of fire hose. Controller Coler 
found that this resolution was in the in- 
terest of a single company, and that hose 
of that kind would be furnished the de- 
partment without competition. He decided 
to vote against the resolution, and the mat- 
ter was dropped. 

The Fire Department officials found a 
way to carry out the wishes of the com- 
pany which sought a monopoly of the sup- 

ly of rubber hose to the Fire Department,

GOVERNOR'S TAX BILLS 
NOT HARD FOUGHT 


Surprise at Albany that So Little 
Opposition Has Developed. 


Corporations Were Expected to Make 
Hard Fight Against the Measures— 
No Hearing Asked for Yet. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 27.—So far as surface in- 
dications go, the corporations seem to be 
rather indifferent to Gov. Odell’s tax meas- 
ures, designed to put an additional bur- 
den of $9,000,000 annually upon them. That 
they contemplate no resistance to the Gov- 
ernor’s plan to abolish the State direct tax 
by making them furnish the required reve- 
nue for the needs of the State is a hope 
which even the Governor does not enter- 
tain. On the night the first batch of the 
measures went to the Legislature the Gov- 
ernor remarked: 

‘““We will make the best fight we know 
how to pass them.’ He expected opposi- 
tion to the measures, and was prepared to 
meet it. That this opposition has not de- 
veloped to the extent which was antici- 
pated oceasioned surprise. Senator 
Krum, when asked if a day had been set 
for a hearing upon any of the measures, 
said that no hearing as yet had been re- 
quested. Probably the opposition will show 
a determined front later, but at present the 
leaders in the Legislature puzzled as

The only formal protest which has yet 
been received here against any of the pro- 
posed tax legislation is that of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation 
to the Tax list bill which was introduced by 
Assemblyman Smith.

of the value thereof. 

These inventories shall be used by the 
Assessors as a busis for the assessment of 
personal property, but the Assessors shall 
themselves assess such property at its full 
and true value, according to the best infor- 
mation which they can secure. The As- 
sessors are given the power to subpoena 
the person making the statement, and put 
him or her upon cross-examination, and 
they may also subpoena and cross-ex- 
amine other persons who they believe can 
furnish information upon the statement in 
question. In its protest against the pas- 
sage of this bill the Board of Trade and 
Transportation says: 

‘'The true title of this bill should be, an 
act to discourage commerce and manu- 
factures in the State of New York, and 
such will be its effect. Many of our large 
manufacturers now find it to their advan- 
tage to have their factories in New Jer- 
sey. Pass this bill and the number of such 
will be largely increased.”’

THE SWEATSHOP PROBLEM. 


Report to the Legislature by State 
Factory Inspector—16,059  Li- 


censes in Force. 

ALBANY, Jan. 27.—The sweatshop prob- 
lem, the conditions existing in the tenement 
houses of New York City, and the effect of 
the new license law for dwellings in which 
are manufactured are treated at 
length by State Factory Inspector Will- 
jams in his report to the Legislature. 
Among other things he says: 

“The utilization of tenement labor in 
some branches of manufacture is very ex- 
tensive, especially in Greater New York. 
This is undoubtedly due to the cheapness of 
this form of labor. It is nevertheless a 
sad commentary upon the spirit of the age 
that at the dawn of the twentieth century 
men who hold their heads high in the bust- 
ness world, and presumably some also in 
the religious world, indirectly traffic in the 
very lifeblood of their fellow-men. 

‘‘I'nder the tenement house system of 
manufacture,,our beneficent laws restrict- 
ing the hours of labor for all women and 
minors and prohibiting the employment of 
children are set at naught.

shops. Every part of this law has been 
tested and found effective. There is but 
one drawback of consequence noted at this 
time, and that is the difficulty of obtaining 
correct and reliable information from many

The law should be amended by 
adding a provision requiring the owners of 
articles manufactured in tenements, in 


; whole or in part, to attach to each such ar- 


ticle, before it is placed in the tenement 
apartment, the correct name and address 
of the owner or his agent, for purposes of 
identification, until such time as the arti- 
cle is returned to the owner. 

‘During the year the department care- 
fully investigated 22,601 applications for 
licenses received from the territory of 
Greater New York. Our investigations es- 
tablished the right of 16,519 applicants to 
manufacture in their apartments, work- 
rooms, &c., and licenses were accordingly 
granted to them, as required by law, while 
6,082 were denied the privilege owing to 
unlawful conditions existing in or about 
their premises. During the same period 
2.354 licenses were revoked; still, we have 
remaining and in full force at the close of 
the report year 16,059 licenses. 

‘““Goods were tagged in about 1,100 in- 
stances during the year in Greater New 
York. The value of this provision of the 
statute, especially in the metropolis, can- 
not be overestimated. The Inspectors have 
on several occasions taken clothing in proc- 
ess of manufacture from between the folds 
of unkempt and unclean bedding, and af- 
fixed thereto that most feared of all em- 
blems, the ‘tenement-made’ tag.’”’

PROPERTY LISTING. 


Merchants’ Association Will Work 
Against “Assembly Bill 119.” 


Thé Merchants’ Association is mafling 12,- 
000 copies of a circular to all merchants 
in the city, calling attention to the dan- 
gers of the Personal Property Listing bill, 
recently introduced in the Assembly by 
Assemblyman 8. W. Smith, from Columbia 
County, and known as Assembly Bill 119. 
This bill, they claim, is a revival of the 
old Listing bill in its worst form. Its os- 
tensible object is to ascertain facts for as- 
sessment. 

The Merchants’ Association is also mail- 
ing 35,000 copies of a circular to all mer- 
chants, manufacturers, and business men 
generally throughout the entire State of 
New York, calling their atténtion to this 
bill, and requesting them to move against 
it through the Assemblymen and Senators 
from their fespective distriets. The old 
bill of the same character was fought out 
in the Legislature about ten years ago by 
the commercial interests of New York 
through what was knoWf as the ‘ Whole- 
sale Merchants’ Committee,’ which was the 
predecessor of the Merchants’ Association, 
The late ex-Mayor W. L. Strong was the 
Chairman of that committee, and William 
F. King, now the President of the Mer- 
chants’ Association, was its Secretary. The 
fight maintained by that committee in 
Albany and throughout the State was one 
of the hardest known in legislative history. 

The committee conducted an educational 
campaigh in every county, and organized 
delegations from all parts of the State to 
visit Albany and appear before the com- 
mittees of the Legislature in opposition to 
the bill. The bill was finally defeated. The 
same methods will be pursued in this case. 

The day upon which the papers noted 
that this bill had been introduced the 
Merchants’ Association wrote to Albany 
for a copy of it. As soon as it received the 
copy it ordered 50,000 copies printed for 
distribution with its circulars throughout 
the State and to all merchants in the city. 

In a circular the Merchants’ Association 
claims that “‘the effect of a bill of this 


kind will be to drive capitai out of the 
State. There are enough vicious laws on 
the statute books which react upon the 
commercial interests, and which have al- 
ready driven hundreds of millions of cap- 
ital into other States, where the taxes are 
paid by that capital, but upon which taxes 
ought to be paid in this State, and which 
would be paid here if attacks of this kind 
were not being frequently made. It is im- 
possible to calculate the indirect effect 
o! the vicious legislation which has been 
aimed at business interests in times past, 
or to estimate even in a moderate degree 
the effect that a bill of this character 
would have should it become a law.”’ 

The Merckants’ Association further pans: 

“The bill requires that you shall list 
all your personal property, place a valua- 
tion upon it, verify it by oath, and file it 
with the Assessors for purposes of taxation. 
The list must include all stocks and bonds, 
par value and marnet value; all mortgages 
upon property, real and personal, with full 
details; all promissory notes in detail; all 
money in hand or in bank; all accounts re- 
ceivable, and all merchandise and other as- 
sets, z 

“Four distinct and excessive penalties 
are provided to entorce its pores. It 
creates a wholly artificial offense, and in 
effect proposes to confiscate your property 
without constitutional right. If this bill 
becomes law it will inflict enormous harm 
on we business interests of the entire 
State.”

WU REPLIES TO CRITICS 


China’s Minister Answers Strict- 
ures of American Clergy. 


Says That in Ridiculing Confucianism 
They Do Just What They Ask 
Him Not to Do. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 27.—Wu-Ting- 
Fang, China's Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the United States, replied to his critics 
to-day in the course of a lecture on ‘ Con- 
fucius and Mencius,” delivered before the 
Society of Ethical Culture at Horticultural 
Hall. Every available inch of both seat- 
ing and standing room was occupied by an 
fiudience which, attracted by the protest 
and ctiticism raised by Minister Wu's re- 
cent utterances in New York City on the 
subject of Christianity, listened with much 
interest to the speaker. The Chinese Min- 
ister’s statements were, however, extreme- 
ly conservative. §. Burns Weston, Director 
of the society, introduced Minister Wu, 
who said: 

‘“‘Twenty-four centuries have rolled by 
since Confucius walked this earth. His 
influence is as great to-day among his 
countrymen as it ever was before, Never 
was his name held in greater veneration 
than it is now. Throughout the length and 
breadth of the Chinese Empire, everywhere, 
are temples erected in his memory. Every 
schoolboy acknowledges him as the su- 
preme teacher of the Chinese race. His 
spirit pervades a nation of 400,000,000, and 
his work is recognized as law to the most 
august Emperor on the throne as well as 
to the meanest peasant at the plow. Thus 


is Confucius enthroned in the hearts of 
his countrymen.” 

At the close of his address the speaker 
said: ‘I find that the address on Con- 
fucianism I delivered last month at Car- 
negie Hall in New York has attracted a 
great deal of attention. -It is a source of 
gratification to me that the remarks made 
on that occasion have elecited comments 
from the American press which are gener- 
ally very favorable, and also expressions 
gf approval from persons in different paris 
* i country. But, on the other hand, 
I have seen in the newspapers some ad- 
verse criticism on my address from a num- 
ber of clergymen, But, lest a false im- 
pression may have gone forth In regard to 
that address, I take this opportunity to 
say a few words about it by way of ex- 
planation,” 

Minister Wu then quoted an extract from 
the sermon of the Rev. Dr. Wayland Hoyt 


.of this city, on Sunday, Dec. 16, in which 


the latter spoke of Li-Hung-Chang's high 
tribute to the work of the Christian mils- 
sionaries in China, and asked what reply 
the Chinese Minister could make. 

‘“‘Dr. Hoyt has done me, though doubtless 
unwittingly, a gross injustice,” continued 
Mr. Wu. “Since he wants a reply, I have 
no hesitation in giving him one. I indorse 
every word that Earl Li has said on the 
subject of foreign missionaries, as_ cited 
by the doctor, To prove that I am sincere 
in what I say, I beg to refer the doctor to 
the address I delivered in December last 
before the American Academy of Politi- 
cal and Social Science in Philadelphia on 
the ‘Causes of the Unpopularity of For- 
eigners in China.’ I suppose the doctor had 
not read that address, or if he had read 
it he has forgotten it. In any case, I would 
not believe that an eminent divine could 
be capable of purposely misrepresenting us, 

‘Again, Dr. Hoyt and some other clergy- 
men, from their addresses, seemed to think 
that I charged all missionaries with cry- 
ing out for vengeance. Let me read the 
exact words I used. ‘ Love your enemy, is 
Christ’s command, but at this moment some 
Christian missionaries are crying out for 
vengeance and bloodshed.’ Note that I 
used the word ‘some.’ 

“JT am inclined to think that the reason 
why some clergymen—and [am glad to 
say that there are not many—took offense 
at what I said in my address on ‘ Con- 
fucianism’”’ is that I took the liberty of 
instituting a comparison between Confu- 
cianism and Christianitv, which they sup- 
posed was done to the disparagement of the 
latter. There was certainly no intention 
on my part to make an attack upon Chris- 
tianity. Surely, it is no discredit to say 
that Christianity is too high and elevated 
for frail humanity, and that all Christians 
are not acting up to its Leet as just as it 
is no disgrace to acknowledge that the 
Confucianists in Ghina do not live up to 
the teachings of Confucius, 

“It seems strange that some clergymen 
should resent any attempt to compare 
Christianity with other systems of belief, 
while they themselves do not scruple to at- 
tack other religions. In other words, they 
do just what they do not want others to 
do. Since my address on * Confucius’ was 
delivered I have seen Confucianism con- 
demned right and left. It has been called 
a failure. It has been dubbéd ‘effete,’ 
‘vague,’ ‘unworthy of attention,’ ‘ rotten 
to the core,’ ‘ tottering to its fall,’ and the 
like. I do not, however, quarrel with those 
who apply such opprobrious epithets to our 
creed. 

‘Tf Confucianism were as bad as its de- 
tractors try to make it out to be, it is 
strange that after twenty-four centuries 
it should be able to count millions and 
millions of people as its adherents. The 
noble and sublime teachings of Christianity 
need not fear criticism, much less friendly 
comparison. 

‘*T believe that all religions teach men to 
be good. If every man would really try 
to act up to the doctrines enjoined by his 
religion the world would be far better. 
It ‘would be well if priests and clergymen 
of every faith and creed would do their 
best to promote this desirable end. Thus 
these words of Confucius will be fulfilled, 
*‘ Let us all live in peace as brothers.’ ’’ 


BOWERY BRANCH Y. M. C. A. 


Twenty-ninth Anniversary of the Insti- 
tution Celebrated—The Report. 
The twenty-ninth anniversary of the 
Bowery Branch of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association was celebrated yesterday. 
"there were no special exercises at the 
headquarters, 
report of the branch was presented to 
about fifty of the leading congregations in 
this city, the pastors making special ref- 
erence to the work from their pes. 
In some of these churches the owery 
Branch was represented by delegates from 

its management. 

The Bowery Branch of the Young Men's 
Christian Association is the oldest organi- 
vation doing mission and relief work in 
the city. It was established in 1872, and 
has since then been the relief station of 
the organization in ‘New York. Its pur- 
pose has been to render temporary assist- 
ance to men without a home in the metrop- 
olis. Such men are given lodging and two 
meals a day for two weeks, if necessary, 
while they at the same time are assisted 
to obtain employment. 

During the last year 3,093 different men 
have been «heltered and fed as guests of 
the organization. As many more have re- 
ceived meals and other cegaporary assist- 
ence. In ali, 23,159 nights’ lodgings have 
been given, and 86,044 meals 
Situations have been secured 
men, ¢ 

In addition to this. the annual report 
shows that other relicf has been afforded 
in a great number of tases. In addition 
to the relief work, a regular mission work 
has been carried on ‘This mission work, 
according to the report, has been attended 
with great success. Among those cared 
‘or have been many clergymen, lawyers, 
physiciaiis, professors, and college gradu- 
ates. 

The organization is badly handicapped by 
the inadequate equipment at its disposal. 
The demands in the last years have been 
s0 great that a building three times the 
size of the one it occupies at present could

A WOMAN ON UNIVERSALISM. 


What the Rev. Mrs. Nina Vail Said 


from Her Husband’s Pulpit. 

The Rev. Mrs. Nina Vail, wife of the Rev. 
Charles H, Vail, pastor of the First Uni- 
versalist Church, Jersey City, again occu- 
pied the pulpit yesterday in the absence 
of her husband, who is the Social Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor of New Jer- 
sey. Mrs. Vail’s sérmon was a doctrinal 
discourse entitled: ‘‘The Message of Uni- 
versalism.”’ Her text was from Luke, il., 10, 
‘I bring you tidings of great joy which 
shall be to all people.” 

“The Universalist Church,” said Mrs. 


Vail, ‘‘ proclaims the unity of God. We 
afiirm the divine unity as a truth of reason 
and science. Science reveals absolute unity 
in God. Regarding Jesus, we do not be- 
lieve or teach that Jesus was God. We can- 
not conceive the possibility of a being both 
man and God, We believe in Jesus as the 
son of God, but not in any supernatural 
sense. We believe the human race is an 
incarnation of the divine spirit. We are 
God's offspring. For this reason we cannot 
believe in the total depravity of man. 

“Jur heredity from God makes us all 
brothers. This oneness of humanity teaches 
us the identity of human interests. We 
teach that the Bible is a revelation from 
God, but not the only revelation. We re- 
ject the theory of the infallibility of the 
Bible We look upon it as literature, and we 
read it in the same way that we read any 
other book, accepting the wheat and cast- 
ing out the chaff. - 

“Tt is said of us that we teach a loose 
doctrine in regard to salvation, that we 
believe all are to be saved. Those who say 
this either do not or will not understand 
our teachings. We are the only ones who 
teach the surety of punishment, We have 
no scheme whereby a man may live as he 
pleases and on his deathbed repent, and by 
confessing Christ enter heaven On an equal- 
ity with the best of men. The remission 
of sin is not the remission of punishment. 
We must bear our own punishment. We 
must reap as we sow. 

‘“We look upon death as simply an open 
gateway by which we enter into a larger 
and a higher life. This equality of man, 
this unity, this brotherhood, based on the 
Fatherhood of God, will ultimately bring 
about a universal religion. This is the 
message of Universalism.” 


ALLEN MEMORIAL CHURCH. 


Services Are Held in Celebration of Its 
Ninetieth Anniversary. 

The Allen Memorial Methodist Episcopal 
Church, 91 Rivington Street, yesterday 
celebrated its ninetieth anniversary. The 
church was dedicated Jan. 1, 15811. The 
church, which now stands almost in the 
heart of the ‘“ Red Light’’ District, was, 
at the time of its dedication, the centre of 
one of the most exclusive residence por- 
tions of the city. Rivington Street, now 
closely walled on both sides with tenement 
houses, was then a thoroughfare between 
two rows of handsome private residences. 
It was known as the *“ Old Stone Church” 
for many years, and had a large congrega- 
tion. 

In 1836, the records show, there was a 
membership of 600, while the present mem- 
bership numbers but 78. The church was 
rebuilt and rededicated in 1837. This was 
followed by a period of great prosperity, 
the membership increasing to 1,225 in 1843. 

The services yesterday were conducted 
in the forenoon by the Rev. Dr. Pullmann, 
Presiding Elder of the New York East Dis- 
trict. 


TO ROOT OUT CITY’S EVIL. 


What Dr. Eaton S&id of the West Side 


of Town. 

During the course of a sermon on the 
means by which New York could be made a 
morally clean city, the Rev. Dr. Charles 
H. Eaton of the Chureh of the Divine Pa- 
ternity, Central Park West and Seventy- 
sixth Street, last evening, delivered a scath- 
ing invective against the rich, and made 
the assertion that the city could only be 
purified by striking at the root of evil, 
which he declared lay, not on the east side, 
but in Fifth Avenue and the upper west 
side, 

Dr. Eaton's sermon_was_ ostensibly a re- 
view of the book, ‘* The Resurrection,’’ by 
Tolstoi, but with a sub-title of ‘‘ How May 
New York be Made a Pure City.’’. In speak- 
ing of the book and the vice-ridden victims 
mentioned therein, Dr. Eaton said that as 
many victims were being sacrificed to Baal 
in New York to-day as in any city in the 
olden days. : 

“This,” he said, ‘‘ fs caused by the social 
evil. You may appoint your committees of 
fifteen, and do very well; Tammany Hall 
may appoint its committees, and do equally 
well; you may change the head of the 
Police Department and give it either great- 
er or less power, or you may put a new 
Mayor in the City Hall, but if you go no 
further you will have accomplished noth- 
ing. 

“You have not put your hand on the 
right lever to accomplish anything. The 
right lever is the individual soul. Every 
citizen of New York has a solemn obliga- 
tion to go to the root of this evil and,kill 
it; to begin at the bottom and root it it, 
and the source of the sensualness . 
city is in Fifth Avenue and the west ae, 
where the wealthy and the sons of the 
wealthy live in idleness. 

“They have nothing else to do but fol- 
low their sensual inclinations. If they are 
suppressed the root of the evil will be 
reached.”’ 


SALVATION OF THE CITY. 


Permanent Reform Possible Only by 


Education, Says Dr. Van de Water. 


“The Salvation of the City’’ was the 
theme of the Rev. Dr. George R. Van de 
Water’s sermon in St. Andréw’s Protestant 
Episcopal Church of Harlem, yesterday 
morning. In part he said: 

‘*In common with all who make any pro- 
fession to be good and do right, I have 
sympathy with anything that is reform, 
and with any person who is a reasonable 
reformer. I will do my utmost, as I have 
ever done, to effect by political methods 
the betterment of conditions in the com- 
munity. But anything like a permanent 
reformation, the suppression of vice, the 
cessation of plunder by public officials, by 
any other means than the education of the 
people is quite impossible. 

‘*The time will come, in my judgment, 
when Christian people will refusé to rent 
their property for liquor saloons, when one 
making any pretense to be refined will not 
frequent barrooms, when those who wish 
to be regarded as honest will desist from 
gambling, when public officials will be 
ashamed to live in a community where no- 
body can tell how they became independ- 
ently rich, when places of ignoble amuse- 
ment and sinful revel will be patronized 


only by those who have lost all sense of 
shame.”

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A WOMAN OF MANY IDEAS 


Housefurnishing and Shopping Her 
Chief Delights. 


Just Now She Is Washing Down a 
House—How She Works for Others 
and What She Can Do. 


** Just now,” said the woman of all trades, 
“TI am engaged in washing down a house. 
Cleaning house? No, not a bit of it. That 
is a favorite work of mine, but I call it 
by the old name. This house I am putting 
in order is a handsome brownstone which 
had become streaked on the outside as 
such houses will, and I am washing it. 
Not literally doing this myself, but it is 
being done under my direction and by my 
order. 

“It is a little aside from my regular 
work, but then I never hesitate at anything, 
and when a woman for whom I have done 
other things asked if I could not find an 
ordinary man who would do it I said ‘ Yes’ 
and ‘No.’ I could find the right man 
who would do the work well and not charge 
exorbitantly, but not an ordinary man. 
Work like that must be done by a stone- 
mason who understands his business. Any 
one who did not would leave more streaks 
than he took off, and the last state of that 
house would be worse than the first. So 
now I am figuratively washing down a 
house. 

“The way in which I became a Jack-of- 
all-trades was through the advice of a 
friend. ‘ Now,’ she said to me, ‘ when any 
one asks if you can do anything, don’t say 
that you will try to do it and will do it to 
the best of your ability, but say you can 


do it and then keep your promise. You 
can do anything you will undertake.’ I 
have never forgotten her words, and I find 
that when I put my mind to it, there is not 
much I cannot do. When I am in doubt as 
to the first step, I take a walk, stop at a 
shop window for a minute, or look at a 
painting, then the idea comes to me and 
I se get home fast enough to carry it 
out, 

“T have bought everything that any one 
could possibly use, from a piano to a shoe- 
re I love shopping, and I have bought 
and had made beautiful costumes for wo- 
men I have never seen. They send me 
certain directions and an old gown to work 
by, and I do the rest. Just now I am about 
to escort a couple of wealthy women from 
the West around the city. 
how entirely at sea a woman will feel upon 
coming to New York. She is not familiar 
with the city or the city ways, and she is 
afraid to take the initiative 
and goes home without seeing the things 


that are best worth seeing in the city. It | 


is the same with shopping, when women 
wish to make the best use of a short time. 
The shops are never the same. 
change from day to day, and the things 
that are the attractions one day are gone 
the next. I make a trip by myself when 
I am to take a woman shopping, after 
learning just what she wishes to buy. Go- 
ing alone, I can get around quickly, and 
then I am prepared to make the most of 
the time when we go together. 

‘But furnishing houses is a delight, and 
cleaning is one of,my greatest pleasures. 
My work is like that of a housekeeper on 
a large scale, and one must be resourceful, 
keep in touch with many different things, 
and know how everything can be done in 
the best way. 

“In furnishing a house I frequently be- 
gin at the first principles, the paperhang- 
ing and painting. I show my samples of 
paper, and we decide what will be the 
most satisfactory to use if the owner of 
the house likes to take any individual 
thought for it. Then I go on with the rest 
of the work. I buy the furniture, select 
the rugs, get the curtains, make them, 
have them put up, and put the house in 
entire readiness for the occupant. When 
there is furniture I plan to use it to the 
best advantage, and where there are ®ar- 
pets T use them as they are or make them 
over into rugs. 

“One house that I put into readiness for 
the occupants I so well arranged that 
when they arrived the table was set in the 
dining room and the cook in the kitchen 
was preparing dinner. That was a coun- 
try house, and I had_ several months in 
which to get renhdy while the owners were 
in Europe’ enjoying their honeymoon. 
There I used chiefly furniture taken from 
the storehouse, old family furniture, and 
only bought the necessary things, tryin 
to do it as reasonably as possible, an 
sending in my bills, which were promptly 
paid. I unpacked twenty-nine barrels of 
china and pottery for that house, I re- 
member. 

“One special direction I received from 
the bride’s father. I had my work well 
under way when he sent word: ‘ Be sure 
to flush all the bowls in the house and 
have the windows stand open bottom and 
top in time to thoroughly air the house.’ 
I sent back word that I had already done 
that, for that is the first thing I do in a 
house that has been closed. When the 
owners arrived I had, as I said, a cook 
preparing dinner and supplies in the house 
for three days. That would last over Sun- 
day, which would come in between, and 
allow the mistress of the house to get her 
bearings before she was obliged to take 
any care herself. 

“Cleaning house is a real delight. One 
woman whose house I cleaned said it had 
never been so clean before in all her ex- 
perience in housekeeping, and she was de- 
lighted. The house was put in ‘ apple- 
pie’ order. It was thoroughly cleaned 
from top to bottom, the rugs and carpets 
cleaned, and they and the drapery mend- 
ed where a stitch was required, and the 
floors polished and all the furniture rubbed: 
upholstery put in order where necessary 
and inlayings that had come out replaced. 
Every bit of bric-A-brac I washed myself 
and took all the fine china and cut glass 
from the closets and cleaned and replaced 
them myself. And I never before saw so 
much_ beautiful bric-A-brac mended. Some 
of it I was almost afraid to touch. for fear 
it would fall to pieces in my hands, 

“IT had a woman polishing the furniture 
under my direction. She received a bad 
fright, for when she had about half fin- 
ished a beautiful old mahogany sideboard 
she came to me in terror. It was all white 
and she thought she had ruined it. It was 
all right, the only trouble was that she 
had not used enough elbow grease and 
meee half 7 = her work. 
““I commenced business life by tes 
the Kensington stitch, and started lee 
classes in the West, but that work ceased 
to be profitable, for the women all sent 
their maids to learn it, to have the work 
done at home, and not pay extra for it and 
there was little for outsiders to do. A mod- 
ern maid is a competent person. If she were 
not, there would be more demand for many 
things she now does for her mistress. But 
that is another story. Housework of all 
kinds is done to order now, and there is 
always some one to be found who will un- 
dertake any of the duties a housewife may 
care to delegate, and perform them well,” 


CASH BAIL FOR FOSBURG. 


Man Accused of Killing His Sister Will 


Put Up $12,000. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Jan. 27.—Robert 8. 
Fosburg, who is under arrest upon the 
charge of manslaughter in causing the 
death of his sister, will probably be re- 
leased on bail to-morrow morning imme- 
diately after the opening of the banks, 
when the requisite bail money can be pro- 
cured. The bail officer has in his posses- 
sion this evening an order upon the Stanley 
Electric Manufacturing Company for $12,- 
000, for which company the firm of R. L. 
Fosburg & Co., of which the prisoner is a 
member, has the contract for building a 


plant, and it is upon this order that the 
money will be realized in the morning. 

The efforts to secure prominent citizens 
to furnish the bonds was not as successful 
as had been anticipated and the idea of 
drawing $12,000 on account from the Stan- 
ley Company and applying it to the pris- 
oners release was finally adopted.

Dr. Parkhurst Delivers Address at Ex 
ercises in Honor of Founder of 
Hampton Institute. 

Special to The New York Times. 


HAMPTON, Va., Jan. 27.~A number of 
well-known men and women from New 
York and Philadelphia, together with the 
leading citizens of the town of Hampton, 
joined the students and Faculty of Hamp- 
ton Institute in the public exercises held 
here to-day to honor the memory of Gen, 
S. C. Armstrong, founder of the institution, 
which stands foremost among our Amer- 
ican schoois for industrial education. The 
occasion was the anniversary of Gen. Arm- 
strong’s birthday, which is annually celes 
brated here as Founder's Day. 

The exercises were held in the memorial 
church on the schoo! grounds, which was 
filled to overflowing with the largest audi- 


dence the church has ever held. A picture 
of Gen. Armstrong, diaped wel ca coud 
and Stripes, stood beside the pulpit. The 
Rev. Dr. Parkhurst of New York delivered 
the address. Dr. Parkhurst was for many 
years a warm personal friend of Gen. Arm- 
strong, and is now one of the Trustees of 
the institution. In his address Dr. Park- 
hurst spoke of the presence of the founder 
here to-day as being none the less real 
because it is invisible, because he had put 
himself into what he did. The secret of 
Gen. Armstrong’s power was his unseif- 
ishness. Continuing, Dr. Parkhurst said: 

“For all we may know, he may now 
be running an Institution in the interests 
of the unfortunate denizens of some other 
sphere; but even so, he is not yet out of 
Virginia. We have him here. He has 
built himself into these buildings; he has 
wrought himself into the organized life of 
this institution; he is present in its policy. 
For it is himself, his best thoughts, his 
finest personal fibre, his warmest and 
purest passion, that he planted as the cor- 
nerstone. 

“But even more of himself did he put 
into the people that he worked with. or 
he inspired men, and ds the planets, after 
being flung off from the sun, continued to 
revolve in the plane of the sun’s revolu- 
tion, so the scattered lives flung off from 
the central orb of Hampton’s firmament 
are working out into life and action the im- 
pulses that were personally lodged in them 
and wrought into their fibre in the days 
while they were still at Hampton and liv- 
ing under the person and splendid inspira- 
tion of Gen. Armstrong.’”’

Raised to an Exalted Rank in the 
British Army. 


CELEBRATES HIS BIRTHDAY 


Receives Royalties on His Yacht Hohen- 
zollern at Cowes—Gift from the 


Late Queen. 
& 


COWES, Isle of Wight, Jan. 27.—This 
morning Emperor William received from 
the hand of the Duke of Connaught his 
sword on his appointment as a Field Mar- 
shal of the British Army. In the presence 
of the households of King Edward and the 
dead Queen, as well as a number of British 
and German naval officers, his Majesty has 
expressed great delight at the appointment, 
To-day he celebrated his forty-second birth- 
day at Osborne. Shortly after 8 o'clock this 
morning the members of the German Em- 
bassy, who arrived from London yester- 
day, proceeded to Osborne and tendered 
congratulations to Emperor William upon 
his birthday. The Emperor, accompanied 
by the Crown Prince, met them in the re- 
ception room, There were no formal 
speeches. 

After the memorial service in Whipping- 
Chureh Emperor William and the 
Crown Prince went directly to the Hohen- 
zollern, receiving a salute of twenty-one 
guns. His Majesty took luncheon there, 
the guests including Lord Kintone, Col. 
Carrington, who is attached to his Majes- 
ty’s staff while in England, the members 
of the German Embassy, and others. 

Crown Prince Frederick William 
posed the Emperor's health, which 
drunk with ‘‘ Hochs.’’ The Kaiser 
drank the health of King Edward, the en- 
tire company standing. 

Then his Majesty donned the uniform of a 
British Admiral to receive visitors who 
might call to tender congratulations. 
Among those who caime were King Edward, 
in the uniform of an Admiral, the Duke of 
Connaught, Prince Christian, and other 
royal personages and Lord Roberts and Mr. 
Brodrick, all in fu'l uniforms. 

The Emperor received the King at the 
gangway. The yacht was rolling heavily, 
owing to the gale, so that the Queen and 
the royal ladies were prevented from ac- 
companying the King. After tea had been 
served the royal party returned to Osborne 
House, Emperor William and the Crown 
Prince immediately returning the visit and 
dining with the King.

The papers which were placed in Coutts’s 
bank by Mrs. Fitzherbert are, so far as is 
known, the certificate of the marriage, a 
letter from George IV. relating to the mar- 
riage, a will written by George IV., the 
mortgage on the palace at Brighton, and 
a memorandum by Mrs. Fitzherbert. It is 
the last named which, unless there are 
other papers of which no memorandum was 
made, will, it is expected, clear up the 
mystery. 

That there is a mystery behind it all 
seems certain from the extraordinary 
amount of caution exercised by those who 
had it in their power at one time to make 
public the documents. The papers were 
placed by Mrs. Fitzherbert in the bank, 
indorsed as follows: 

These papers are placed by Mrs. Fitzherbert at 
Messrs. Coutts & Co., at the disposal of the 
Earl of Albemarle and Lord Stourton, according 
to a memorandum dated the 24th of August, 
1833. WELLINGTON,

In 1855 the Hon. Charles Langdale wrote 
a spirited defense of Mrs. Fitzherbert. He 
was a brother of the eighteenth Lord Stour- 
ton, who had died in 1846, and, the 
fourth Earl of Albemarle being also dead, 
Mr. Langdale applied to the Rev. and Hon. 
E. 8. Keppel, his Lordship’s fourth son and 
executor, for permission to make the pa- 
pers public. This permission Mr. Keppel 
declined to give, stating as his reason the 
fact that the making public of the papers 
would ‘‘ pander to the bad feelings of the 
great world, without doing any good.’ This 
reason certainly seems altogether insuf- 
ficient, and the natural conclusion seems 
to be that there is considerably more than 
the mere proof of the marriage—which is 
now admitted to have taken place by al- 
most all historians—to conceal. 

If nothing else were needed to prove the 
marriage, the treatment of Mrs. Fitzher- 
bert by William IV. when he succeeded 
George IV. would be enough to prove it 
William offered to make Mrs. Fitzherbert 
a Duchess, introduced her to his family, 
and authorized her to wear mourning for 
George IV. 

It seems certain that the persons who 
now have the papers in their keeping will 
not make them public without express au- 
thorization from the ruler of the United 
Kingdom, and that is why the new King’s 
attitude to this. vexed question will be 
awaited with interest. 

The position of a descendent of a royal 
morganatic marriage is an anomalous but 
a good one. Col. Fitz-George, for instance, 
who is a son of the Duke of Cambridge, is 
one of the most popular men in London so- 
ciety. The Duke married an actress, who 
was afterward known as Mrs. Fitz-George. 


TWO HOLIDAYS FOR CANADa. 


Empire Day on the Late Queen’s Birth- 
day and Thanksgiving on the King’s. 
The Toronto (Ont.) Mail and Empire. 

The death of the Queen not cancel 
the holiday this country always takes on 
the 24th of May. We have observed it reg- 
ularly for sixty-four years, a long period 
in a history so short as ours. Nor is there 
merely long usage to sanction, and, we 
might say, hallow it.

Until the law is changed, the day will 
continue a bank holiday.

Lord Roberts responded in the following 
terms: ‘“‘I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your Majesty's gracious tele- 
gram, giving me the joyful tidings that his 
Majesty, King Edward, has conferred upon 
your Majesty the rank of Field Marshal. 
I would beg, Sir, that I may be allowed to 
offer on behalf of myself and the army I 
have the honor to command, our most 
heartfelt and respectful congratulations on 
this mark of our sovereign’s affection and 
appreciation of your Majesty's great and 
soldierly qualities. 

‘All ranks will be very proud to think that 
your Majesty will henceforth be even more 
closely associated with them than hitherto 
and will fe#t that the army is highly hon- 
ored by your Majesty’s name being en- 
rolled among the Field Marshals of Great 
Britain,”’

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Most of the Berlin pa- 
pers, as wedl as those throughout the em- 
pire, utter a feW words of eloquent eulogy 
of Emperor William on the occasion of his 
birthday. On many buildings, however, the 
flags are at half-mast in tribute to Queen 
Victoria. The Norddeutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung says: 

** Congratulations to the Emperor will be 
all the more deeply felt by him since he 
and the Crown Prince are absent from the 
country, and tn mourning for England's 
Queen.” 

The Berliner Post, in remarking upon 
King Edward's knowledge of statecraft, 
recalls numerous instances, especially in 
1864, when Queen Victoria exercised a 
“great influence for the benefit of Ger- 
many,” and it says that Germans ought 
to be grateful for her opposition to the pro- 
posed Anglo-French alliance. 

There was the usual reveille this morn- 
ing for Emperor William's birthday, and 
the troops were given a day’s parole. At 
noon the Military Governor of Berlin cele- 
brated the anniversary at the Zeughaus, or 
Arsenal.

BRISTOW, Indian Territory, Jan. 27.— 
Major G. W. Lille, ‘*‘ Pawnee Bill,’’ with a 
posse, including Capt. Edmund Harry of 
the Creek Light Horsemen, United States 
Marshals Dean, Hogan, and Churchwell 
and Indian Policemen Keyes, Howell, an 
Saunders, visited the hostile Creeks’ camp- 
ing ground, six miles south of this place, 
at noon to-day. The Indians, who were 
holding a big feast, refused the posse ad- 
mittance and declined to confer with them 
in any manner. 

Many of the full-bloods, who have been 
in the habit of wearing white man’s ap- 
parel, were dressed in full Indian regalia. 
They are most bitter in their denunciation 
of the Marshals who arrested Tom Tiger, 
Captain of the insurgent light horsemen, 
who left at dark in charge of United States 
Marshals Dean, Hogan, and a posse for 
Muskegee, as it was feared an attempt 
would be made during the night to release 
him if held here. Last night thirty-two 
citizens of Bristow watched the prisoner, 
and about as many more guarded the town. 
At 8 o'clock this morning the weird chant 
of the Indian dance and beat of the tom- 
tom were plainly heard by the guards on 
the south Ine of town. 

Late last night a telegram was received 
from Marshal Bennett authorizing the 
Mayor and Council here to arm and swear 
in all able-bodied citizens to protect their 
property uutil soldiers could be sent here 
trom Henrietta. 


GUTHRIE, Oklahoma, Jan. 27.—Reports 
received here at the United States Mar- 
shal’s office to-day say that the home of 
John Bartram, a ranchman living sixteen 
miles east of Bristow, I. T., was burned 
by belligerent Snake Indians last night. A 
band of thirty Indians, ail drunk, made a 
demonstration. 3artram ordered them 
away. This enraged the Indians, The band 
rode away, and Bariram, fearing violence, 
moved his family to Bristow. Later his 
home and all the buildings on the premises 
were in flames. The report cannot be con- 
firmed, If true, it is the first overt act 
committed by the Creeks. 


UPRISING MAY BE SPREADING. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Indian Com- 
missioner Jones has received the following 
dispatch of yesterday's date from Agent 
Shoenfelt, at Muskogee, Indian Territory, 
regarding the Indian troubles: 

Marshall Bennett will leave to-morrow with a 
force of deputies and Indian police. Wi£ll meet 
troops at Henrietta, Late dispatches indicate the 
uprising in Choctaw Nation is spreading. Disaf- 
fected Indians have sworn in 450 light horse- 
men, and are attempting to carry out their laws 
and threaten to destroy property. Have just or- 
dered a squad of policemen to Bristow to assist 
the civil authorities maintaining order and 
prevent the sale of whisky to the Indians where 
a large band of Snake Indians are now camped 
threatening to burn the town. 

In a communieation received here from 
Green MeCurtin, formerly chief of the 
Choctaws, he says the Snake party excite- 
ment is exaggerated by schemers.

Bab- 
cock, when questioned after the sermon, 
said that he had not been speaking of any 
one in particular when he spoke against the 
euchre parties and did not know that many 
members of his congregation had been giv- 
ing card parties at which prizes were of- 
fered recently.

Dr. Babcock called attention to the annfl- 
versary by a ten minutes’ talk on the work 
of the association before his regular ser- 
mon.

ENDURANCE TEST FOR MOTORS. 


Long Island Automobile Club Announces 
Terms for 100-Mile Road Trial. 


The conditions which are to govern the 
hundred-mile endurance test for motor ve- 
hicles, to be held by the Long Island Auto- 
mobile Club, have been completed by the 
special commlitee in charge of the matter 
and approved by the Board of Governors. 
The time selected for the test late in 
March 

The test, under the conditions agreed 
upon, will be open to the classes of mo- 
tor vehicles which are propelled by steam, 
gasolene, and electricity, with prizes of- 
fered for each class. Vehicles using other 
motive power are not absolutely barred, 
but application for the entry of such must 
be considered by the club before they will 
be accepted. Entries will be limited, how- 
ever, to self-propelled vehicles, made to 
carry at least two passengers, seated side 
by side, and carrying the full complement 
of passengers. 

‘The test will be over macadamized roads 
on Long Island, which will include all 
grades and levels on the route laid out, 
no retracing being permitted. The time 
limit fixed for the completion of the dis- 
tance is twelve hours, no vehicle requiring 
a greater time to cover the course to be 
considered in the distribution of prizes. 
The speed limit through villages and towns 
is fixed at eight miles an hour, the max- 
imum speed to be not more than fifteen 
miles an hour. In this matter it is specially 
stipulated that notice of the test shall be 
sent to all the authorities of all villages 
through which the line of travel may pass. 
requesting permission for the trial and 
their co-operation in carrying it out. 

The hill climbing contest, it is provided, 
shall be held on the grade between Flush- 
ing and Jamaica, where there is a grade 
about a quarter of a mile in length, with a 
decline of about 20 per cent. All contestants 
will be required to furnish their own fuel 
and water, either by arrangement before 
hand, or by carrying such supplies as 
they may need. Owners of electric vehicles 
are to make their own arrangements for 
battery relays, 

In judging the competing vehicles, the 
best average, taking into consideration the 
amount of fuel used, the weight of the 
individual carriages, and the stops, will 
rule where there is a tie in the matter of 
time between two or more vehicles. The 
club has fixed the entrance fee at $10 for 
each vehicle. For entry blanks and further 
details of the test, intending competitors 
may apply to Charles W. Spurr, Secretary 
of the club, at_the club’s headquarters, 552

consented to remain in, He-said last week 
that he might have to return to his home 
in Wilkesbarre, Penn., before the tie could 
be played off, and if so, Gardner will get 
the third prize by default this evening. 

The Hanover Club, as a fitting close to 
one of the most successful amateur com- 
petitions ever held in Greater New York, 
has announced a ladies’ billiard night for 
to-morrow evening. It is expected that 
all of the six contestants in the National 
Association championship will be present, 
and they will be paired off into three sets, 
playing 40 points each, Of course, no cri- 
terion of their real ability can be formed 
from a 40-point match, for a man may 
readily run out-in from one to three in- 
nings, but the idea is chiefly to give the 
ladies and other guests of the club an op- 
portunity to see some of the amateur mas- 
ters of the game. 

As an additional feature of special in- 
terest, Prof. Kaarlus and his tamous 
daughter, Miss May Kaarlus, will give an 
exhibition of fancy shots tmmediately after 
the amateur games. Supper will be served 
after the billfards, and the different club 
committees have combined to make the 
evening one ot the most enjoyable, from a 
social standpoint, that has been given for 
several years. The special billiard commit- 
tee of the evening consists of James A. 
Sperry, President of the Hanover Club; 
John McKee, and Daniel T. Wilson. 

The national championship victory of the 
club’s own champion, Arthur Townsend, 
was particularly gratifying to the mem- 
bers. It is the first big open amateur com- 
petition ever won by Townsend, but he 
showed a rare mastery of the game, and 
the experts would like to see him matched 
with some of the Class A cracks who will 
play in this city next week. None of the 
players in the Hanover Club tourney, how- 
ever, will be seen in the Knickerbocker 
Athletic Club games, as the differences of 
Opinion which arose a tew years ago led 
to the retirement from the ranks of the 
Amateur Athletic Union of a number of 
billlardists, and the formation of the Na- 
tonal Association of Amateur Billiard 
Players.

The east coast, however, is liable to re- 
tallate by announcing the presence of 
America’s open champion, Harry Vardon, 
as its star feature of the year. One of 
Vardon’s assistant managers in this coun- 
try last year has stated that the foreign 
golfer will return to the United States next 
month, and that a tour of the Florida 
links will immediately follow. With Travis 
on one side of Florida and Vardon on the 
other, the links ought fairly to glisten with 
brilliant plays, and a succession of record- 
breaking scores. 

Palm Beach thus far has been the chief 
centre of competitive interest in golf, and 
a large delegation of Boston and New York 
golfers is already there. Charles B. Cory, 
the east coast champion, showed that he is 
going to make a strong bid to retain his 
honors this season by winning the first big 
cup of the year at Palm Beach last week. 

On the subject of Florida championships, 
it is amusing as well as ludicrous to see 
the supreme ignorance which the east and 
west coust associations profess of the 
other’s existence. [In their programme of 
tournaments each boldly announces Florida 
championships not only for men, but also 
for women, and the Palm Beach Club has 
further complicated matters by announcing 
a Southern Florida championship. The sit- 
uation is readily understood when one real- 
izes that the east and west coast associa- 
tions are combinations of hotel links. Their 
championships are simply sectional in nat- 
ure, but possibly, in the near future, some 
independent club which is a member of the 
United States Golf Association may _ be 
able to give an ali-Florida championship, 
whose title will really mean something.

HANDICAPS DUE THIS WEEK. 


Weights for Great Spring Races Will 
Be Announced Friday—Horses’ 
Best Records. 


The weights for the great Spring handi- 
caps, the Brooklyn, Suburban, and Brigh- 
ton Beach, are due on Friday of this week, 
and their announcement will be a strong re- 
minder to turfmen that the opening of the 
Eastern racing season is very close at hand, 
for, under Jockey Club rule, the opening 
has been pushed up a few days each season 
until nearly a month and a half has been 
added to the Spring period. Since the an- 
nouncement of the entries for the three 
handicaps mentioned, horsemen have inter- 
ested themselves in figuring on the possi- 
bilities of the weights. The unanimity 
with which they agree on the figures this 
year seems to indicate that Handicapper 
Walter 8. Vosburgh, for once, has an easy 
task. In fact, as one expert, a handicapper 
for betting purposes, put it, the handicaps 
make themselves. 

There is not the slightest question that 
the top weights will be EthelWert and 
Kinley Mack, the only difference of opin- 
ion being as to which should head the list. 
Though Kinley Mack won both Brooklyn 
and Suburban last year, beating Ethelbert, 
the latter steed has sufficient excuse for 
the defeats, and showed class enough 
through the year to be allotted first place. 
Iidrim, of the four-year-olds in the Brook- 
lyn, is quite plainly first among those of 
his age, while Prince of Melbourne in the 
Suburban quite as positively takes a sim- 
ilar place. One horse who should take up 
a good share of the handicapper’s atten- 
tion, however, is Banastar. Going back 
to his four-year-old form, he deserves to be 
among the top weights, yet last year he 
could not be got to a race until late Fall, 
and then was in the very commonest com- 
pany. . 

In the coming handicaps it is taken for 
granted that Mr. Vosburgh will not depart 
from his custom of the past few years of 
fixing his top weight for the Brooklyn at 
about 128 pounds, and for the later events 
at two or three pounds higher, and scaling 
down to 90 pounds, giving a range of 40 
pounds to bring together the best and 
worst in the several races. In the first 
Suburban Handicap there were no less than 
four horses with 180 pounds or more—- 
George Kinney, four years old, 132; Barnes, 
four years, 131; Iroquois, six years, 130, 
and Miss Woodford, four years, 130, being 
the four. Of these, both George Kinney and 
Barnes accepted the weights and ran in 
the race won by Gen. Monroe, a six-year- 
old, handicapped at 117 pounds, but carry- 
ing 124, which included a seven-pound pen- 
alty. Five horses that ran carried 120 
pounds or more, but four finished unplaced. 

The top weight was never raised above 
George Kinney’s impost, but rather has 
been lowered in recent years, though in 
early Suburbans it was repeatedly 130 
pounds, tradition seeming to approve that 
limit, notwithstanding the fact that it is 
a common thing to fix a higher scale in 
less important races run later in the sea- 
son, these in some instances being at dis- 
tances much greater than that of the Sub- 
urban. The result has been that in the his- 
tory of the Suburban, the race, as a rule, 
has been won by horses in the middle- 
weight divisions, these almost invariably 
being horses of high class, favored in the 
handicaps by the scale adopted. 

In seventeen Suburbans, two top weights, 
Salvatore and Henry of Navarre, have 
won, while ten have been won by horses 
weighted with less than 120 pounds. The 
Brooklyn Handicap record shows a little 
better for the top weights, three having 
won in the fourteen years of that event's 
history. Of these successes, a notable year 
for the top weights was in 1888, when The 
Bard and Hanover, each with 125 pounds, 
were first and second. The extreme light- 
weights have fared even worse than the 
top weights, however, as the lightest im- 
post ever carried to victory in either race 
was 100 pounds, by Castaway, in. the 
Brooklyn of 1890. In anticipation of the 
results of Handicapper Vosburgh’s work 
on the Brooklyn, Suburban, and Brighton 
Handicaps, the following table of the best 
time performances of the horses in the 
3rooklyn and Suburban will prove inter- 
esting to patrons of racing:

France has inaugurated the century with 
a new stamp, not intended perhaps for a 
very large issue, but certainly made the oc- 
easion of a graceful concession.

The amount 
will not seriously tax the postal resources 
of the country, or cause any great drop in 
the revenue arising from the department.

But, like every 
issue from the French Post Office, the la- 
be! is happily designed, and the design ex- 
plains its purpose. A _ tri-color stamp nat- 
urally suggests to a Frenchman a dedica- 
tion to the army. There was a time when 
in this country we looked to find on our 
stamps the color we still find on our let- 
ter boxes and post wagons, The sad col- 
ored lavender label was only the adoption 
for a short time of the revenue stamp till 
the new postage stamp should be designed 
and brought out. It never has been brought 
out. Even the absurd orange color of the 
halfpenny stamp yielded to the practical 
green, not for any consideration due to 
British public opinion, or to improved taste 
at St. Martin’s-le-Grand, but to conform 
in color to the halfpenny stamp of other 
foreign countries.

Defective Color Sense May Unfit Them 
for Railroad Work. 


From Transcript 

Recently there has been some dissatisfac- 
tion expressed by employes of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
with the sight, color, and hearing tests 
which they are required to pass in order 
to retain their positions. The claim was 
made that some of the older men had lost 
their places because they were unable to 
pass the tests, which they think are un- 
usually severe this year. As a matter of 
fact, thé tests now used are the same that 
have been in operation for some time on 
the road. In answer to an inquiry regard- 
ing them, H. A. lves, who has charge of 
making examinations, said: ** The tests are 
not unusually severe, and the older men 
usually particularly in colors, bet- 
ter than the younger. When a man applies 
for a position as an engineer. fireman, or 
signal-tower man he must have normal 
sight in each eye. After three years, unless 
he is called’ up sooner on account an 
accident, sickness, or for promotion, he is 
only required to have two-thirds vision with 
both For other the 
are less severe.” 

The process by which these tests are con- 
ducted is searclfing, although not so rigid 
as it appears. The applicant is led into a 
room which, when the apparatus is set out, 
has somewhat the appearance an 
His sight test consists of read- 
ing at a distance of twenty feet certain let- 
ters. These letters are so arranged in size 
as to determine whether a man's sight is 
normal, or, if not, to how great a degree it 
affected. Letters which to a normal- 
sighted person appear the same size at 
forty feet as do letters about half as large 
at twenty feet wil] to a half-sighted person 
be one-half as large. After the strength of 
sight has been determined a test is applHed 
which determines whether a man has a dis- 
ease which will injure his sight when he be- 
comes older. This test protects the appli- 
cant as wel! as the company, for without it 
aman might become a fireman, and when, 
later in life, he was eligible to promotion as 
an engineer he could not pass the required 
test. For men who cannot read, as gate- 
tenders, instead of the letter test a similar 
test is.used, only the letters are replaced 
by figures like a semaphore used on the 
railroad, with its arm at different angles. 
The eyes are also tested by means of dif- 
ferent sized print at a distance of eighteen 
inches from the eyes and by means of man- 
ifold train orders for writing. After a man 
has once passed the examination future 
tests are less strict. 

For testing the color sense the examina- 
tion is most interesting. A heap of dit- 
ferent-colored skeins of worsted is. set 
before the applicant, and the examiner 
selects a shade of green and asks the man 
to pick out the skeins,that appear to him 
to be Hke the one selected. In this test 
many amusing mistakes are made by ap- 
plicants. A man who is color blind will 
pick out all sorts of combinations of blues, 
pinks, browns, and grays as green. After 
the test for green a similar test for red is 
made. The intention of this test is to see 
if green and red can be easily distinguished, 
this being a most important qualification 
for a railroad man. In signals the green 
stands for safety and the red for danger. 
and confusion of these colors has caused 
many accidents. This test is also a sure 
indication of whether a man is a cigarette 
smoker or not. If an applicant is a habit- 
ual cigarette smoker he is almost sure to 
be more or less color blind. The constant 
use of tobacco also injures a man’s color 
sense, but failure on this account is found 
only in elderly men. The excessive use of 
liquor is also indicated in this way, al- 
though other tests usually stop a hard 
drinker applying for a position before he 
gets to this examination. 

The other color tests are made in a dark 
room with a lantern. Twenty feet from 
the eyes of the applicant colors are flashed 
from two round disks in a lantern. Various 
shades of red and green are shown as well 
as white, and the applicant is considered to 
be satisfactory if he does not in any case 
call red green, or vice-versa. Distinguish- 
ing the shades nicely is not considered nec- 
essary, although an old engineer will very 
seldom fali. The next test consists of flash- 
ing points of light scarcely larger than a 
pinhead from the lantern. This seems very 
severe, but when a train is going sixty 
miles an hour the engineer must be able to 
distinguish signals at a distance when they 
apeeey very small. All that is required is a 
distinction between red and green. The 
test of the hearing consists of causing the 
applicant to Hsten with one ear and then 
the other to a machine which ticks like a 
watch. To be certain that he hears he is 
required to count the ticks. In all of these 
tests the applicant is given plenty of time. 
In the active employments about trains, 
engines, and in yards the men are not al- 
lowed to wear glasses constantly.

This Editor Necds to Read the Treaty. 
From The London Chronicle. 

The cloud which has so suddenly arisen 
between us and America is moving rapidly 
now, and increasing as it moves. Two 
copies of the new Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
as amended by the Senate, are to be laid 
before the British Government at once, 
one by our Ambassador, Lord Pauncefote, 
the other by Mr. Choate, the American 
Ambassador in London. This means that, 
as we recently anticipated would be the 
case, Mr. McKinley has shirked the re- 
sponsibility of defending a treaty which he 
had already accepted, and has shifted the 
onus on to our shoulders, Put in its brief- 
est terms, the purport of the amended 
treaty is simply to annul the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty of 1850. The United States de- 
clares its right to construct a Nicaragua 
Canal for itself, and under its exclusive 
eontrol. This we granted by the first Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, now amended. It goes 
on to assert that the canal shall not be 
neutral, and shall not be open to commerce 
on terms of equality. That is the mean- 
ing of the phrase that the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty is now superseded, and it is 
obviously a very serious thing for us, 
Seldom in its stormy career has the 
Conservative Government been placed 
in a more dangerous” dilemma. It 
Lord Salisbury lets things slide, he 
causes another miserable loss to our honor 
and reputation. If he refuses, what force 
hes he to back up refusal? Our army is 
shut up in South Africa and China. Our 
navy is needed to protect our communica- 
tions with both, or would be needed in its 
entirety the very moment trouble began 
with any considerable naval power like the 
United States. It 1s not at present ob- 
vious what third course lies open to us be- 
tween unconditional refusal of the new 
amendments ana dishonorable acceptance,

SOUTH AFRICAN ANIMALS. 


Strange Species of Fur, rin, and 
Feather-Bearing Creatures. 


Irom The London 
ZEERUST, Dee. 2. ithe march, in 
camp, or even during a fight, one cannot 
help noticing how full South Africa is of 
animal, bird, and insect life, and, with the 
breeding season here now, nature is at her 
best. The birds, especially, ure very pretty 
with their gay feathers—the red cardinals, 
blue jays and blue starlings, golden orioles, 
and little finches like Java sparrows, with 
red beaks. All these frequent the few ex- 
isting lanes und hedges -—which, by the way, 
are only to be found towns or vil- 
lages. The secretary quite tame, 
they have never at; hawks 
and kites are plentiful, and the vuteures 
crowd around all our camping grounds, at 
tracted by the dead and dying horses. The 
game birds are not many—partridges, with 
a few pheasants, snipe, quail, and kooran, 
and, perhaps, one might call the plover out 
here game. There are two kinds, the cap- 
pages and the drumages. Along the rivers 
are four or five varieties of kingzisher— 
the big black and white spotted one, the 
larger and lesser purple kind, and the one 
we have in England. Then come weaver 
birds with thelr hanging nests, and«nume 
bers of other pretty birds. 
In the rivers which we have tried we got 
a yellow fish about one pound weight, 
something between a chubb and a rence 
and an ugly looking brute like a devil fish, 
with long spikes or feelers from his head. 
Land crabs we have caught and eaten, and 
iguanas, whose skins make capital tobacco 
pouches. Of snakes we do not see many. 
We frightened a very pretty green one, 
about two feet long, out of a bush by a pool 
in which we were going to bathe, and he 
swam like an eel across the water; and we 
have come across two big reptiles, about 
six to eight feet long. which we were told 
are harmless. Puff adders are supposed to 
be plentiful. Scorpions are both plentiful 
and obnoxious, and after rain they may be 
looked for with some success in beds and 
valises. Centipedes are seen’ everywhere; 
also a large, hairy spider, ight brown and 
red, who has a nasty, poisonous way of 
biting, as have mosquitoes and flies... The 
latter. now that the hot weather is here, 
are almost a plague, and wake one up.as 
soon as it gets light. The ants are most 
interesting, and all over the flat parts of » 
the country their huge hills, some of them 
six and eight feet high, are studded as 
thick as they can be. Some brild their 
hills round trees, and others make them like 
a factory chimney, down which you can 
look. The white ants will eat your tunic or 
a helmet in a night. 
Of the big game, or rather, the want of 
it, much has been written, and, compared 
with what the sport used to be. of course, 
there is not much to be had. But in some 
arts it is quite possible to get six to ten 
read in a day, with luck, and three or four 
different kinds of buck, and, if you like 
shooting them, you_can bag jackals, hye- 
nas, and baboons. ‘The latter we have only 
come across near Zeerust, and, close to an 
outpost we had there were several, who 
always left a sentry over our sentry, and 
he would bark and snarl with all his might 
if he was approached. The monkeys always 
throw out flanking guards, and advance 
scouts, as well as rear guards, when they 
move together. The lizards are pretty little 
fellows, and catch flies very neatly—I wish 
they caught them oftener; and there is a 
brown, flat kind, very active on his feet. 
A squadron riding over him would find 
him unhurt or even untouched when they 
nad passed. An insect called a mantis is 
very intelligent. There are two kinds; one 
lives among the dead grass, and is so like 
a bit of hay that, until he moves, even if 
you know he ts there, it is impossible to 
find him. His green brother is exactly like 
him, except for his color, which takes him 
to green grass. They both catch flies. But- 
terflies are both numerous and pretty, and 
at nighttime moths and cockroaches and 
other flying pests are a great nuisance. 
There is also a beetle, very common about 
Lichtenburg and Zeerust. which collects 
horse dung in front of the tents, rolls it 
into a ball rather bigger than a goose’s 
egg, and then shoves it along with his 
head. Every now and then he climbs to 
the top of the ball to see if it is going the 
right road.

It would be of high interest to know 
whether Gov. ODELL intends to impose 
such taxation as this upon the holders of 
bank shares, or whether he is ignorant 
of the confiscatory nature of his bill. It 
is to be observed that, so far as appears 
from the text of the bill, this tax of 1 
per cent. for State purposes is in addition 
to local taxes. A 2 per cent. levy for lo- 
cal purposes and 1 per cent. for the 
State would leave the owners of bank 
shares very little for the support of their 
wives and families. We do not see how 
this tax can be distributed beyond the 
immediate subject of the levy. The only 
way to pass any part of it on to the gen- 
eral public would be an increase in the 
bank rates for money. As no bank can 


have its entire resources loaned out it 


achieve during his term. have drawn these bills taxing banks and 


would require an addition of something 
more than 1 per cent. to the usual rates 
for money to make up for this State 
tax and maintain the current rate of 
dividends to shareholders, The effect of 
such an increase would be to send all 
borrowers to Philadelphia, Boston, and 
Chicago for their accommodations, and 
the New York banks would follow them 
without delay, transferring their busi- 
ness to communities subject to less rig- 
orous tax laws. 

It is ungracious to seek for the motive 
of this astonishing measure, but it seems 
easily to fall into the familiar category 
of bills intended to put upon this city a 
constantly increasing proportion of the 
burdens of State taxation. The persons 
responsible for these bills declare that 
they expect from them a revenue for the 
State of between three and four million 
dollars. The total appropriation for the 
cost of the State Government last year 
was $24,000,000. It appears to be the in- 
tention of Gov. ODELL to assess substan- 
tially one-sixth of the entire State ex- 
penditure upon the holders of shares of 
bank stock, There are not many of 
them—a few thousands out of 7,000,000.

SENATOR DEPEW’S PLEA FOR SUB- 
SIDIES. 

We are not proud of the attitude of the 

junior Senator from New York 


on the 


Ship Subsidy bill. 

We did not expect him to oppose it. 
That would show a degree of independ- 
ence of party discipline such as he has 
not shown since he supported HoRAcE 
GREELEY for President. The measure of 
his personal influence on that occasion, 
when for the last time he acted outside 
the party lines, discouraged any further 
experiments in that direction. But we 
had hoped that he would have the good 
sense to cast a silent vote along with 
that of his senior colleague and party 
superior, Senator PLattr. Mr. DEPEw is 
a man of very respectable intellect and 
wide business associations. He has from 
time to time contracted views of consid- 
erable breadth and intelligence in mat- 
ters of business and finance, and has ad- 
vocated them with intelligence and force. 
He has, moreover, had peculiar opportu- 
nities to familiarize himself with jobs, 
and he ought to know one when he sees 
it, especially if it be as large and impu- 
dent a. job as this subsidy scheme is. He 
must be pretty well acquainted with the 
transportation interests involved in 
ocean subsidies, and with the keen and 
capable men composing Mr. 
“Committee of Promoters’ who devised 
this bill and who will draw a good deal 
more than half the money to be taken 
from the public till in pursuance of its 
provisions. He may be excused for not 
subject his now venerable 
back to the party lash by fighting the 
job, but at least we had ‘ventured to

wishing to 


think that he would not appear as its 
champion. 

He has done so, however, and has ex- 
pended a good deal of ingenuity and a 
certain sort of erudition in defending it. 
We shall not try to follow him in his 
elaborate pleading, which, for the most 
part, is on the lines already laid down by 
Mr. HANNA. But must point out 
that, in the mouth of Mr. DEPEw, the ar-

to do our own carrying and that of the 
rest of the world. His argument is sound 
for the repeal of that law; for the pay- 
ment of subsidies it is very, very weak.

“IN THE INTEREST OF THE PARTY.” 

On Saturday Gov. ODELL was in con- 
sultation with Senator PLart and a num- 
ber of the leading men in the Republican 
organization in regard to measures of 
legislation. It is reported that in his con- 
versation with these gentlemen “ Gov. 
ODELL made it plain that his recommen- 
dations for the reorganization of the 
Charities, Prisons, Labor, and Forest, 
Fish, and Game Commissions would have 
to be passed promptly, and that it was 
in the interest of the party to pass these 
bills without delay.”’ 

This is, of course, not.the statement of 
the Governor himself, but embodies the 
information to be secured from the other 
participants in the conference. We think 
that it may be accepted as substantially 
eorrect. The question then occurs in 
what way does the interest of the Re- 
publican Party require the prompt pas- 
sage of these bills, and especially of the 
bill for the reorganization of the Chari- 
ties Commission, against which there has 


‘ 
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arisen a very strong opposition among 
those best qualified to give judgment 
upon its effect? Does the Governor seek 
only the advantage for his party that is 
to be had from the advantage of the 
State? Or is there an especial advantage 
to be obtained by bringing the control of 
the patronage of the commission within 
the control of the party machine? 

So far as the purely public and general 
advantage is involved, we understand the 
Governor to present only two points of 
importance. One is that the expenditures 
can be reduced. That is possible, but it 
is by no means certain, while it is entire- 
ly certain that such reduction at the ex- 
pense of efficiency would be in reality 
costly. The other is that under the new 
plan there will be greater responsibility. 
This plea we regard as fallacious. We are 
persuaded that the responsibility will 
not be so great, for the reason that the 
majority of the commission will be two 
State officers elected for duties not con- 
nected with the commission, If their du- 
ties as members of the commission are 
unsatisfactorily performed nothing can 
about it. There is no way of 
bringing it home to them; still less is 
there any chance of holding them to ac- 
count at the polls. They will stand or 
fall with their party, and that will win or 
lose for reasons quite remote from the 
management of the Charities. 

On the other hand, the “ constitu- 
tional’ members of the commission will 
be, as the Governor is well aware, the 
selections of the party organization, 
probably with the ordinary party view 
of the use of public employment as party 
patronage. That view is not the consti- 
tutional view, and it is not the practical, 
businesslike, and honest view. The Con- 
stitution requires that all appointments 
in the civil service of the State shall be 
made for merit and fitness, to be tested 
so far as practicable by examinations, 
which so far as practicable must be com- 
petitive. That is not the party standard 
of selection. It is far from the standard 
observed by the Governor himself in the 
replacement of an able and experienced 
Civil Service Commissioner by an untried 
partisan. It is only too plain that com- 
missions of which the majority are the 
successful candidates of the party for 
elective offices, such men, for instance, 
as our Lieutenant Governor, are not at 
all likely to follow the rule of the Con- 
stitution and abjure those partisan in- 
fluences which the law expressly prohib- 
its, If the Governor thinks that it will 
be the ‘interest of the party” to have 
the patronage in the hands of his own 
party, instead of having all appointments 
made for fitness alone, then the interest 
of the party will be in conflict with the 
public interest, and it is his duty morally 
and legally to protect the latter, no mat- 
ter what may become of the former.

PROBLEMS OF TALL BUILDING. 


The technical problems of construction, 
whicr gave the engineer more or less 
anxiety a few years ago in connection 
with very high buildings, seem to have 
been solved. Apparently there is no 
more difficulty in going up forty stories 
than thirty. The development of the 
structural steel industry and the appli- 
cation to architecture of the principles 
of bridge construction, seem to have 
made buildings of this class enduring, 
stable, and safe, The elevator has ren- 
derec the upper stories more convenient- 
ly accessible than those nearer the street, 
andl’ more generally desirable for occu- 
pation because having better light dnd 
air, and further removed from the street 
noises. Their fire-resisting qualities 
been’ satisfactorily No 
building of this class, so far as we re- 


have shown. 
call, has been tried in such a crucible as 
the Boston or the Chicago fire, but the 
danger of such conflagrations is steadi- 
ly diminishing in cities in which more 
permanent structures are _ displacing 
those of an earlier era of local improve- 
ment. The opinion of those best quali- 
fied to judge seems to be that the mod- 
ern ‘‘skyscraper’’ would stand the or- 
dea! by fire quite as well as any type of 
building adapted to the needs of cities. 
It is not indestructible, and cannot be 
made so; but it is fire resistent in a high 
degree, The weak point, of course, is the 
veneer of stone and brick which incloses 
it. Those who have watched the con- 
struction of buildings of this class under- 
stend very well that the external walls 
have the floors, 
since such a building may be run up 
from foundation to roof level before any 
stone or brick work is done in connec- 
tion with it, This suggests the only 
questions, perhaps, which still give anx- 
iety to mathematicians among the engi- 
neers and architects. They are, in brief: 
(1) Is any available material strong 
encugh to permanently resist disintegra- 
tion under the crushing strains of walls 
rising 300 to 450 feet like sheets of card- 
board standing on edge? (2) Is the at- 
tachment between the external walls 
and the frame sufficient to hold them 
in place, should a seismic jar or other 
adeouate cause disturb their equilibrium 
and throw their enormous weight upon 
the members which fasten them to the 
frame? We do not think these problems 
have been studied to a conclusion, and 
it is not likely they will be until the out- 
ward fall of one of these walls focalizes 
attention upon the safe limitation of de- 
pendence upon equilibrium and resist- 
ence to crushing strains in thin walls of 
great height. 

Perhaps the aspect of most serious mo- 
ment to owners is the enormous cost of 
such buildings when equipped to the 
standard of modern requirements. Such 
investments, when wisely made, have 
been satisfactorily, if not liberally, prof- 
jiable; when unwisely made, they have 
been extremely disappointing. This is 
more true in other cities than it has 
thus far been in New York, for the rea- 
son that buildings of this class have here 
been erected only in neighborhoods which 


no part in carrying 


. practical 


have attracted tenants carrying on the 
kind of bysiness demanding office ac- 
commodations, Even in New York a de- 
parture from this rule is an experiment, 
the financial results of which cannot be 
estimated with certainty. It needs more 
than one, or ma&iy, modern office build- 
ings to make a neighborhood suitable for 
lines of business requiring such accom- 
modations. Nothing illustrates so quickly 
and forcibly as a building the truth of the 
proverb that “the fashion of this world 
passeth away.” A thousand influences 
which cannot be taken into account in @ 
forecast of the future of a neighborhood 
are at all times at worktochange the local 
requirement in the matter of buildings. 
It is for this reason that the average life 
of a building in New York is calculated 
at twenty-five years. By the end of that 
time it is found to have outlived its best 
usefulness, and, generally speaking, 
ceased to be profitable, and it makes a 
great deal of difference whether the in- 
vestment to be written off four times in 
a century against a given plot of ground 
igs expressed in thousands or millions of 
dollars. However, with these considera- 
tions the investor is the only one! who 
needs to concern himself. What wisdom 
he acquires will be gained from expe- 
rience, and when he has it new problems 
will have arisen which are quite as 
puzzling as those he is now working out 
with the assistance of capital eager for 
investment at low interest in city mort- 
gages, and not very particular as to 
what sort of improvements the land 
carries, 


A gentleman of the name of SMITH, 
member of the Assembly from Columbia 
County, we believe, has introduced a bill 
at Albany which the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of this city is very properly op- 
posing with all its might. It seems to be, 
on the whole, the very worst of the 
batch yet’ produced by the representa- 
tives of the interior. In substance, it 
compels every man or corporation in the 
State to make a list under oath of every 
cent’s worth of personal property that 
he may own, of all the debts due to him, 
of all the money he has in bank, of the 
notes of hand he holds, with the date, 
the rate of interest, and the amount ac- 
cumulated, and numerous other details. 
If any one fails to make this list, wheth- 
er notified by the Assessors or not, he is 
liable to fine, and the Assessors may 
proceed to guess how much he ought to 
pay, and add 50 per cent. thereto. The 
victim “shall not be permitted there- 
after to question the justice of such as- 


sessment.” This is practically the same 


scheme that was fought to a finish some 
ten years since. It is not likely to pass, 
as it is not on the programme of the 
Governor, but it is well that it should be 
opposed systematically and energetically, 
as the Merchants’ Association is oppos- 
ing it. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——While there are several imaginable ex- 
planations—chief among them, perhaps, 
lack of the artistic instinct—why a wealthy 
New Yorker of Scotch descent should con- 
ceive the purpose of building at Lenox a 
Summer home reproducing with some ap- 
proximation to exactness a Highland castle 
of the sort constructed in the Middle Ages, 
it is not easy to understand why a New 
York architect, if he holds himself to be 
anything more than a boss of stone masons 
and carpenters, should peril his profes- 
sional reputation among the enlightened 
by encouraging and assisting the wealthy 
New Yorker of Scotch descent to violate 
every one of the laws of artistic propriety. 
The real mediaeval castle, in the Highlands 
and elsewhere, was built with an eye single 
to its owner’s needs as a member of the 
society then existing, and with strict 
regard to his position in that society. 
Every detail of the building was de- 
termined by considerations of intensely 
utility, and in the completed 
structure, by meeting those considerations 
simply, directly, and perfectly, the archi- 
tect produced something that was not only 
useful, but beautiful as well. His triumph 
cannot be duplicated at Lenox and in this 
age—not, that is, by duplicating his prod- 
uct. Why should a modern residence at 
an American Summer resort show the 
slightest resemblance to the home of a man 
who was willing to sacrifice comfort to se- 
curity from the attacks of armed foes, and 
to whom a room was pleasant, no matter 
how damp and dark, so long as its walls 
were strong and its approaches defensible? 
Of course the modern architect will avoid 
both dampness and darkness, but in meet- 
ing the requirements of civilization he will 
cease to be even an imitdtor, and his castle 
will become a mere pretense, with such 
mediaevalism as it retains an obvious and 
therefore irritating deception, a superficial 
trimming tacked on with as little taste 
as reason. A mediaeval castle reproduced 
at a fair has interest and value; in Lenox, 
as a house to live in, it will be, not pict- 
uresque, but grotesque, 

——Considering that the City Hall flag is, 
after all, only a yard of two of cheap and 
faded cloth, there is some excuse for a feel- 
ing of amazement that its position at the 
top instead of in the centre of its pole has 
started an angry discussion of such vast 
extent. In a single day the talk about that 
bit of bunting spread all over New York 
and its vicinity; In the course of the next 
twenty-four hours it had provided a topic 
for the earnest comment of practicalHy 
every daily paper in the United States and 
England, and for a majority of those in 
the rest of Europe, which means that it 
had been debated by no small part of the 
population of two continents; and before 
now, doubtless, other millions in India, Aus- 
tralia, China, and many more less impor- 
tant ends of the earth are expressing ve- 
hement opinions as to whether the City 
Hall flag is where it should be or not. In- 
cidentally, the name of our remarkable 
Mayor and that of the even more remark- 
able organization—or shall we say man?— 
he serves with such self-sacrificing devo- 
tion have also been carried over land and 
sea with the same vertiginous rapidity, and, 
though widely known before, can now be 
said without much exaggeration to have be- 
come words universally familiar. And 
never before, perhaps, has a proverb come 
so near to being true as has, in the case of 
these names, the proverb that “ familiarity 
breeds contempt.”’ It is truly appalling to 
think of the multitude of people who in the 
past few days have searched their vocab- 
ularies from end to end for harsh epithets 
and have hurriedly heaped every one they 
found upon a little man whose claims even 
to notoriety are few and, as such claims go, 
insignificant. He is not the only, or the 
most, ill-mannered person in the world, or 
in the United States, or in New York, for 
that matter. The fact is that fate has been

—One of our neighbors is loudly and 
persistently clamoring for reform in the ar- 
rangements for getting carriages to the 
doors of the Metropolitan Opera House at 
the close of performances. ‘Truly reform 
is needed, and has been for many a year, 
but we note with unaffected grief that our 
neighbor is worried only over the delays 
and annoyances to which the present 
method, or lack of method, rather, in bring- 
ing up the carriages subjects the would-be 
riders in those vehicles. It has not a word 
to say, so far as we have seen, in regard 
to the perils to limb, yes, and to life it- 
self, nightly encountered by those rather 
numerous and not wholly unimportant pat- 
rons of ‘the opera who from choice or 
necessity intrust to their own legs the task 
of taking them to their homes or the street 
cars. In the opinion of the drivers of car- 
riages, both public and private, these people 
have no rights whatever, and the person on 
foot who ventures upon the crosswalks of 
either Thirty-ninth or Fortieth Street in 
the critical half hour after the Opera House 
audience begins to disperse is habitually 
treated even worse than if he or she were 
a part of the pavement. For the paving 
stones over which the drivers do not happen 
to pass do not get cursed for having been 
close to hoofs or wheels—which the humble 
footgoer usually does. And with the senti- 
ments of the coachman the house employes 
thoroughly agree, while the police at least 
incline to the same views. To the intro- 
duction of a better system for bringing up 
the carriages we have not the slightest ob- 
jection, but the betterment certainly should 
have reference, first, to the natural and 
legal rights of men and women, as such, 
to use the streets in any proper way, and 
only second to the convenience of the part 
of the public that wants to use them in one 
particular way. 


—While two boys were skating last week 
on Crum Creek, in Swarthmore, Penn., they 
heard a cry for help, and, hastening to the 
place from which it came, they found a girl 
of their own age who had broken through 
the ice and was in desperate peril. One of 
the boys instantly leaped into the water 
and swam to the girl's assistance, while his 
companion remained at the edge of the ice, 
ready to do what he could when the rescue 
had been effected. The boy in the water 
reached the girl, and after a long struggle 
brought her almost within reach of the 
other boy. The motions of the latter caused 
the ice to break under him, and he, too, 
fell into the water. Then a terrible ques- 
tion assailed the first boy. He knew that 
the second boy, who was his most intimate 
friend, could not swim. His own strength 
and he could not 
save both the girl, whose name he hardly 
knew, and his closest friend. He had to 
choose, and did choose—the friend. Leaving 
the girl, he swam to the boy and held him 
above the surface until they were both 
pulled out by other boys who at last 
reached the scene. The girl’s dead body 
was recovered several hours later. The boy 
who could have saved her at the expense 
of his friend's life is half mad with doubt 
as to whether his conduct was right or 
wrong. The question is not a simple one. 
Many considerations have to be taken into 
the account, among them, that the boy to 
whom the alternative was presented was 
only sixteen years old. 


PERSONAL PROPERTY TAX. 


A. W. Lyman’s plan for ‘ equal taxation,” 
which he defines to be the taxation of all 
mortgages and of all personal property by 
whomsoever held, and a graded tax on 
real estate holdings, has always resulted, 
and will always result, in unequal taxation. 
The history of taxation in all countries 
and in all ages shows that all attempts to 
fairly tax personal property have been 
failures. Thomas G. Shearman, the greatest 
authority on taxation in this or any other 
country, says in his book entitled ‘‘ The 
Taxation of Personal Property ” 

“That which all the tremendous power of 
Rome in its grandest days failed to accom- 
plish, that which the infernal tortures of 
Spain could not accomplish, when it be- 
headed hundreds, burned thousands, and 
massacred tens of thousands, letting loose 
a brutal soldiery in the vain struggle to 
tax the Netherlands, the American people 
are still apparently convinced that they can 
accomplish by distributing blank forms, 
administering long oaths, and threatening 
penalties of 50 per cent.”’ 

In every State in the Union the personal 
property tax is a huge failure. It almost 
confiscates the property of the truthful, 
straightforward, and honest, and permits 
those who are willing to perjure themselves 
to go scot free. It is a premium on per- 
jury and a punishment on truthfulness. 
The law is a disgrace to the State, and it 
is the duty of all good citizens to help to 
wipe it off the statute books.

A THEATRE-TICKET SUGGESTION.

I have read many of the letters appearing 
in your paper concerning the imposition on 
the general public by theatre managers. 
It seems that a great many managers are 
in league with the speculators, selling their 
choice seats to these speculators, who resell 
them to the public at a much higher price 
than the box office rates. 

I believe that matters as they stand at 
present can be remedied by the Legislature 
passing a law that the price of each seat 
must be printed upon each ticket, and make 
it a misdemeanor to sell any such ticket at 
a price above that which appears upon the 
ticket. The law should also read, “ that the 
theatre manager shall keep a printed plan 
of his theatre for each night of a perform- 
alice, and that each seat sold shall be 
marked with an S., and that said plan be 
shown upon the demand of any purchaser 
of one or more seats.” 

I think if such a law were passed, it 
would drive the speculators out of busi- 
ness, and that the impudent box office 
clerk would be compelled to follow out the 
principle of ‘‘first come, first served.” 
Any person intending to purchase theatre 
tickets could ask for the plan, and could 
then pick his choice of seats not_marked 
with an “8.”

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


THE TEXT OF THE NEW PRUSSIAN CANAD 
Biuu,—As has already been announced ig 
cable dispatches, the Canal bill which is 
now being debated in the Prussian Diet, 


and which is a measure of personal inter- ’ 


est to the Kaiser, is, in its scope, a revisiom 
and extension of the Canal bill of 1899, 
which was rejected by the Conservatives 
combined with a faction of the Agrariang 
on the ground that it would be too expen~ 
sive to carry out, and that it favored Wes 
Prussia, at the expense of the East. Tih 
bill of two years ago proposed to connect 
the Rhine with the Elbe by means of @ 
canal navigable for vessels of considerable 
tonnage, and to canalize the Weser from 
Bremen to Minden, where the canal would 
cross it. 

In the new bill, the text of which has just 
been published. the expenditure involved 
is nearly one-third larger than that mene 
tioned in the 1899 measure. It, moreover, 
contains no fewer than seven different 
schemes, of which the total cost to the 
State is estimated at 389,010,700 marks, oF 
nearly $95,500,000. These include the Rhine- 
Elbe Canal, which it is calculated will cost 
260,784,700 marks; a ship canal between 
Berlin and Stettin, to cost 41,500,000 marks? 
a waterway connecting the Oder and the 
Vistula, of which the cost, together with 
that of a channel rendering the Warthe 
navigable for ships from Posen to the junee 
tion of the Netze, is estimated at 22,651.00 
marks, and a canal connecting the Province 
of Silesia with the canal joining the Oder 
to the Spree. The bill further proposes 
that the State should participate in the 
work of improving the flow of water in the 
Lower Oder and the Upper Havel to the 
extent of 40,989,000 marks and _ 2,670,000 
marks respectively, and should contribute 
the sum of 9,336,000 marks toward the 
canalization of the Spree. 

It will thus be seen that the objection to 
the 1899 measure on the ground that it 
favored the West at the expense of the East 
has been overcome in the new bill, while 
in the latter the objection to expenditure 
has been rendered capable of still more 
emphasis.

IDEAL SUBMARINE NAVIGATION Now Bre 
LIEVED TO HAVE BEEN ATTAINED BY A 
FRENCH Boat.—There were lately cone. 
ducted in the harbor of the French naval 
station of Cherbourg a series of experie 
ments with the submarine boat Morse, 
which are regarded in European naval cire) 
cles as of the utmost importance, as many 
believe that the problem of submarine nave; 
igation, at any rate so far as the abso 
lute protection of a harbor from an enemy’d 
ships is concerned, has thereby been solved! 
The experiments, which were held undeg " 
the auspices of the Ministers of War and’ 


Marine, have been graphically described 
by a staff correspondent of Le Figaro, and 
his article has been reproduced and com< 
mented upon in the papers of every Euroe 
pean capital. 

It will be recalled that for the last thre@ 
or four years the French Ministry of Mae 
vine, in spite of considerable opposition ex} 
ercised by conservative naval officers, has 
given a great deal of attention to the sub@ 
ject of submarine navigation. Four sub 
marine craft were completed last year, and 
eleven are now under construction, while! 
during the past few months orders have 
been given for several more vessels of this 
type. Thirty-eight are provided for in the 
present naval programme, that is to be 
spread over the next six years, the total 
expense of which will be over 25,000,000f.

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WEALTHY TURKS ALARMED AT THE RE« 
SULT OF THE GERMAN-TURKISH AGREEMENT,, 
-The Young Turkish Party is said to have 
gained many adherents among wealthy 
and patriotic Turks, who have been shown 
that the Sultan’s permission to Germany 
to make Asia Minor a field for Teutonic 
commercial operations is most detrimental 
to Turkish merchants. They contend that 
the still incomplete Anatolian railways 
have so far proved only profitable to Ger- 
man financiers, who are reaping a rich 
harvest by taking full advantage of the 
ex-territorial privileges secured by the 
capitulations, and of the personal suppore 
given by their Kaiser, while the national 
energy of the Turkish citizens is paralyzed 
and their industrial and other societies are 
being rigorously suppressed. 

As to the projected Damascus-Hijaz 
Railway, which is a Turkish enterprise, 
subscriptions to it have been stopped, prin- 
cipally, it is believed, owing to the warn- 
ings addressed through the organs of 
the Young Turkish Party to the Moham- 
medan public. These warnings have at- 
tempted to prove that the Government of 
Abdul Hamid is utterly incapable of carry- 
ing through a work of sucn extensive pro- 
portions, and that after a year or two the 
right of way would be purchased by the 
Germans, so that the Turkish subscribers 
would lose everything they had put into it, 
Papers of the Young Turkish Party de- 
clare that the proposed line is simply an- 
other scheme of the Sultan to get money 
from the wealthy Turks, and that whatever 
funds are subscribed will go the way that 
the fund for the reorganization of the 
Turkish Army did. It was raised thres 
years ago by patriotic Turks all over ths 
world, and its destiny only the Sultan and 
his entourage know. 

In the meantime, the Young Turkisa 
Party organs say, the unpaid soldiers of 
the Fifth Army Corps are laboring unself- 
ishly on the roadbed of the Damascus- 
Hijaz line, and the tribes through whose 
country the road will run have promised 
to give what assistance they can. More- 
over, the Sultan’s courtiers are sending 
their own protégés, who have just finished 
their studies in the College of Civil Engi- 
neers, to aid the Vali of Damascus, who al- 
though possessing absolutely no knowledge 
of engineering, has charge of the laying out 
out of the line. ‘*‘ When the Sultan’s Govern- 
ment,” the Young Turks say, “ finds that 
no more money is being subscribed, the 
work will come to an abrupt halt, only 
to be recommenced under German auspices, 
to the detriment of Turkish industrial ine 
terests.”’

THE WORKING OF THE NeW AMNESTY 


LAW IN FRANCE.-—-Owing to the loose word 
ing of the recently promulgated French 
amnesty law, the chief aim of which was 
to put an end to criminal prosecutions aris- 
ing out of the Dreyfus case, its benefits 
are now demanded by almost every lawyer 
who has a client to defend on a criminal] 
charge the cause of which dates back be- 
fore the passage of the measure. Men 
who have been arrested on the charge cf 
burglary claim the protection of the law 
on the ground that, in committing the 
crime, they were merely looking for se«- 
cret documents. Cases have recently been 
placed on record in which the defendants, 
accused of attempted murder, craved merey 
on the plea that the persons whom they 
had- intended to assault were secret mem- 
bers of the Dreyfus syndicate, while a bank 
embezzler recently brought before the 
Ninth Correctional Chamber in Paris de- 
clared that he had no intention of robbing 
his employers, but that nis head had been 
turned by reading about the cause célébre, 
and when before an open safe he found it 
impossible to restrain himse!f from search- 
ing for documents which might clear up 
several points in the case. 

In the Ninth Correctional Chamber alone 
thirty-three cases of defamation of char- 
acter which nad been pending have, after 
eloquent addresses by the defendants’ coun- 
sel, been found to be covered by the am- 
nesty law, In this court the cases arising 
out of the recent railway accident at 
Choisy-le-Roi were settled, and M. Fournel, 
President of the Chataber, found it neces- 
sary to anticipate the defense of the rail- 
read authorities by declaring in open court 
that the authors of the accident would not 
be permitied to shield themselves behind 
the amnesiy law in any_ circumstances. 
‘he Eleventh Chamber, however, under 
the Presidency of M. Menier, had already 
established a precedent by declaring in a 
similar case that the amnesty law 
apply. 
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EXTRA SESSION OUTLOOK 


Some Leading Republican Sena- 
tors Believe One Unnecessary. 


Philippine Problem May Be Settled by 
Passing the Spooner Bill—Cuban 
Question a Difficult One.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Two leading 
Republican Senators, both of whom should 
be well-informed and capable of 
judging of the probability of an extra ses- 
sion of Congress any two men in this 
city, agreed to-night in saying that they 

did consider extra session neces- 
gary, but that if one had to be called it 
would be to provide the authority to en- 
able the President to prescribe rules and 
regulations for the Philippines until a form

When the House comes to look at the rea- 
sons of the Senate for the changes made, it 
will, he to maintain, abandon the 
attempt justify a return to the pro- 
visions of the House bill. As for the sug- 
gestion that a question of principle is in- 
volved in the difference of 10 cents a barrel 
on beer, Which is the difference in that tax 
as it appears in the House and Senate 
bills, that is regarded as too frivolous to 
debate. 

The expectation of the Senators referred 
to as having expressed an opinion about an 
extra session was that if the Spooner reso- 
lution, unchanged or modified to 
overcome the opposition of the Democrats, 
who think that it conveys too much author- 
ity to the President, can be adopted, the 
necessity for an extra session on Cuba may 
be averted. Just what the Congress is to 
do with the Cuban Constitution, or about 
withdrawing the troops in the expectation 
that Cuba will adopt its Constitution, is a 
puzzling question. The intimation that 
Gen. Wood has promised the Constitu- 
tional Convention that the Congress will 
“promptly consider’”’ the Constitution, is 
apt to prove troublesome, if true, for, as 
one Senator suggested, ‘‘ Gen. Wood has a 
good deal to do to take care of his end of 
the Cuban business without undertaking to 
pledge Congress to action, prompt or other- 
wise.’’ 

A Senator who is admitted to be one of 
the brightest lawyers in the body, but who 
declined to be quoted by name, said that 
there were many things to be takén into ac- 
count before accepting the Constitution of 
the Cubans as a guarantee of ‘‘ stable gov- 
ernment.”’ 

‘The power that made this Constitu- 
tion,”’ he said, *“‘can amend it. What as- 
surance does the present Constitution con- 
tain that if it should now meet with the 
approval of the Congress it would not be 
changed in a month or a week after our 
approval had been given to its provisions? 
If it is approved and we withdraw our 
troops, are we to send the troops back as 
s500n it is changed so as to incur our 
disapproval? If it is sent to us, ‘for our 
information and action,’ as the language 
of the President is apt to be, and we amend 
it, will it be our Constitution or that of 
Cuba? If we send it back with the asser- 
tion that we shall not approve it unless 
certain changes are made in it to give us 
assurance that we deem necessary, will 
that not look like constraint? ’”’ 

Some concern is felt as to what will be 
the effect upon the Cubans of the decision 
to postpone action upon the Constitution of 
Cuba until next The convention 
at Havana has been hurrying its work with 
the expectation that the Constitution would 
be approved or criticised by this session of 
Congress. This seems to Senators a very 
unreasonable expectation, betraying an 
ignorance of the political and legislative 
situation here. 

It cannot be learned that the Democrats 
desire to force an extra session. They do 
not see any chance for making political 
capital out of such a session, unless it is 
to be for the Subsidy bill. Most of them 
object to sitting in Washington all Sum- 
mer to do business here when they could 
have time to look after private business, 

nd save the money they would be com-

This week, according to friends of 
Shipping bill who are only nominally 
it. will determine whether there is 
chance whatever for its passage this 
sion.

THIS WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Senator Towne Will Speak on the Phil- 
ippine Question To-day—House Will 


Consider Appropriation Bills. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—A variety of 
subjects, including appropriation bills, the 
War Revenue Reduction béll, the Ship Sub- 
sidy bill, and, to some extent, the Philip- 
pine question, will claim the attention of 
the Senate the coming week. On Monday 
Mr. Towne (Pop., Minn.,) will speak on the 
problems involved in the government of the 
Philippines. 
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There is somewhat more than 
usual interest in this speech, because not 
only of Mr. Towne's reputation as an ora- 
tor and the fact that it will be his only 
speech in the Senate upon a political sub- 
ject, but also because of increased interest 
in the Philippine question aroused by the 
President's request of the Senate for early 
legislation on this subject. 

it does not appear probable that the Min- 
nesota Senator's speech will call out other 
speeches immediately upon this subject, be- 
cause even Senators who would like to, see 
legislation during this session admit the im- 
ossibility of taking up the matter serious- 

y until the report of the Taft Commission 
can be printed, or long as there are 
other pressing questions before the Senate. 
Still, straggling references to the subject 
are not improbable at any time during the 
remainder of the session. 

Senator Aldrich, (Rep., R. 1.,) Chairman 

of the Finance Committee, has given notice 
that he will ask the Senate to take up the 
War Revenue bill early in the week. The 
understanding is that he will press that 
question to the exclusion of all other bills, 
except appropriation bills. Being a revenue 
measure it will take precedence of other 
questions under the Senate rules. While 
there is no real opposition to the War 
Revenue bill it appears probable that there 
will be some discussion of it as an easy 
means of delaying consideration of the 
Subsidy bill. 
If there is opportunity the Subsidy bill 
will be taken up, but it is not expected 
that anything more definite will occur in 
this connection during the present week 
than the making of speeches. The Indian 
Appropriation bill will continue to receive 
attention Monday after the conclusion of 
Mr. Towne's speech. 

The week in the House is likely to be 
monopolized by appropriation bills. Seven 
of the fourteen general appropriation bills 
have already passed the House. Three oth- 
ers, the Post Office, Agricultural, and For- 
tifications bills, have been reported to the 
House, and the remaining four, the Army 
Consular and Diplomatic, Sundry Civil, and 
General Deficiency, are still in the com- 
mittees having them in charge. 

The three reported to the House, and the 
Consular and Diplomatic, which is prac-

tically completed, probably will be disposed | 


of during the week. Whatever time re- 
mains will be occupied with the bill to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the Revenue Cutter 
Service, which has been made a continuing 
special order, not, however, to interfere 
with appropriation bills. 

The Post Office Appropriation bill is like- 
ly to be made the occasion of much debate, 
All the questions raised by the report of 
the Joint Postal Commis:'‘on are likely to 
be dragged into the arena. An effort un- 
doubtedly will be made to continue the ap- 
propriations for pneumatic tube service, 
which were eliminated from the bill, and 
there probably will be the usual fight on 
the appropriations for special mail facili- 


es. 
At may be that in the course of the week a 


special rule will be brought in for the con- 
sideration of one of the gold bills reported 
by the Coinage, Weights, and Measures and 
Banking and Currency Committees, both 
of which are struggling for precedence in 
connection with this legislation. But the 
Committee on Rules, to which the commit- 
tee appealed yesterday, has not yet come to 
any conclusion, and the gold bill’s place in 
a week’s programme remains problemat- 
cal, 


CHINESE AID FOR CHRISTIANS. 


Imperial Edict Directs Relief for 
Them as Well as Others in Fam- 
ine-Stricken District. 


PEKING, Jan. 27.—There has been great 
distress in the Province of Shan-Bi, owing 
to the famine, and thousands have died. 
The Court has ordered rice relief to be 
issued in large quantities. 

A report reached the foreign envoys that 
native Christians suffering from the famine 


were to be discriminated against and to 
be punished if they even begged for food. 

Mr. Conger, Sir Ernest M. Setow, and M. 
Pichon, the United States, British, and 
French Ministers, protested to Prince Ching 
and Li-Hung-Chang against such discrim- 
ination, and the Court issued an _ edict, 
dated yesterday, ordering all relief offi- 
cials and Chinese soldiers to treat Chris- 
tians exactly the same as others through- 
ome the empire, under penalty of decapita- 
tion, 

The foreign envoys consider this a most 
important decree if it is carried out. 


BOERS IN NUMEROUS FIGHTS. 


Kitchener Reports Minor Engagements 
with Considerable Losses. 
LONDON, Jan, 27.—The War Office has 


~ie 
received from the Commander-in-Chief in 
South Africa a 


dispatch dated Pretoria, 
Jan, 26, reporting numerous engagements, 
the following being the most important: 

“Cunningham was engaged at Middle- 
fontein and Kopperfontein yesterday, with 
Delarey’s force. Babington while moving 
north from Ventersdorp, threatened the en- 
emy’s flank, whereupon the Boers retired 
west. Cunningham’s casualties were two 
officers wounded, four men killed and 
thirty-seven wounded. 

‘*In the engagement at Lichtenberg, Jan. 
17, some yeomanry were captured, These 
have since been released with the excep- 
tion of a Major and three men. Ne details 
are yet at hand. 

**Smith-Dorrien had a successful engage- 
ment of five hours while on the march 
from Wonderfontein to Carolina, where the 
Boers had lately been concentrating. The 
enemy were in considerable strength, and 
held the river, but were driven out, Our 
losses were one officer killed and two offi- 
cers and thirteen men wounded.” 

Lord Kitchener confirms the report that 
a British train with troops and military 
stores on board was waylaid and captured 
at Slijpklijp, near Fourteen Streams, last 
Friday, but says the Boers retired on the 
arrival of the armored train sent in pur- 
suit. 

FORCED TO BECOME SOLDIERS. 


Three Muleteers from South Africa 
Talk of Press Gang Methods. 
Three muleteers—Joseph C. Calgan of 
Philadelphia, John A. Mandeville of St. 
Louis, and Samyel Myer of Chicago—re- 
turned to America on the American liner 
St. Louis vesterday, having been furnished 
transportation by the American Consular 
authorities in South Africa and Liverpool. 
They gave a very dark picture of the con- 
ditions in South Africa, saying that it was 
very hard to get subsistence, and that 
many of the muleteers who accompanied 
the transports had been compelled to join 
the military service. Thirty-five had been 
impressed into Brabant’s Horse and the 
Cape Town regiment, they said. They ap- 
pealed to the American Consul at Port Eliz- 
abeth, who furnished them transportation 
to Liverpool, where the Consul at that 

port sent them on to the United States, 


To Take Horses and Mules to the Cape. 

Capt. Seymour Husted and Capt. T. M. 
Langton of the Twenty-first Lancers and 
Lieut. I. H. G. White, all officers of the 
remount department of the British Army, 
were among the arrivals on the Cunard 
liner Etruria yesterday. They are en route 
to New Orleans, where each will be as- 
signed to take charge of one of the trans- 
ports that are to be used to take some of 
the 50,000 horses and mules that the Eng- 
lish Government has secured in this coun- 
try for service in South Africa, Many of 
the animais have already been shipped. 
The transports soon to sail will each carry 
about 1,500 horses or mules. Col. De Burgh 
of the British Army purchased the animals. 


SCORES CUBAN CONSTITUTION. 


Senor Varona Says It Would Elevate 
Local Bossism and Lead to 


Ruin and Chaos. 

HAVANA, Jan. 27.—In an open letter to 
La Lucha, Sefior Varona says: 

“It would be a crime against patriotism 
not to express one’s anxiety and fear re- 
garding the danger of accepting the Con- 
stitution which has been submitted in draft 
to the Constitutiofal Convention. The 


damage would be beyond repair, and all 
who remain silent now are accomplices in 
an irreparable injury to the country. 

“The Constitution submitted is merely 
an abstract work, a constitutional precept 
copied from many Constitutions, Some of 
these precepts are excellent, but even they 
can only be defended theoretically in some 
academy of law. 

‘“*A characteristic feature of the Consti- 
tution is that it would elevate local boss- 
ism into the category of a public institu- 
tion. I must deplore the movement to 
divide the island into six provinces. Fed- 
eralism would result in an attempt to get 
power into the hands of the few. Each 
province would think itself independent of 
the central government. Each Mayor 
would think himself a feudal lord. The big 
bosses and the little bosses would be lords 
of all the property in the country. 

‘“With two or three years of provincial 
autonomy ali Cuba would be ruined or else 
the people would rise against the local 
bosses. The fiscal authority of a province 
and the municipality would be delusions, 
leading us to chaos. All the advance that 
is possible on that line has been made by 
Sefiors Desvernine and Cancio, but with 
federalism they could not put a check on 
municipal bodies. 

‘Cuba is able to govern herself if given a 
proper regimen, one suited to the country, 
with its scarce population, the greater part 
of which is uneducated and divided by great 
social differences. Provinces fostered and 
controlled by the central Government would 
prosper, but the opposite would follow if 
the central Government undertook to en- 
forge law in self-governing provinces. A 
rupture would be inevitable.”’ 


CUBANS WANT COCKFIGHTING. 


Delegation Calls on Gen. Wood to 
Thank Him for His Work in Cuba. 
HAVANA, Jan. 27.—A mounted delega- 

tion of 200 Cubans from the Provinces of 

Havana and Pinar Del Rio waited upon 

Governor General Wood at the palace this 

afternoon, and extended thanks to the 


military Government for what it had done 
in Cuba. The delegation also conveyed 
to Gen. Wood an assurance that their coun- 
trymen in the two provinces were in accord 
with them, and would work in harmony 
with the United States authority, to whose 
wise administration the country owed its 
present prosperous and peaceful condition. 

Each horseman carried a flag, and there 
was a decided eepeeements of the Stars 
and Stripes. ‘wo young Cuban women 
represented Cuba and America. 

he committee of the delegation feel- 
ingly explained to Gen. Wood the obliga- 
tions under which their countrymen felt 
themselves to be for the good order and 
harmony prevailing in the country dis- 
tricts, but they begged him to consider 
that, with returning prosperity, it was only 
natural for the Cubans to turn again to 
some of the diversions they had known in 
former days, several of which—‘ time-hon- 
ored amusements’’ the committee called 
them—were now prohibited by law. 

Gen. Wood asked if they referred to cock- 
fighting, and they admitted that this was 
one of the amusements they wished to re- 
vive. He assured them that he would lay 
the matter before the Secretaries. 

There seems to be a general movement 
in the country districts of the island to se- 
cure the legalization of cockfighting, and 
many petitions have lately been submitted 
in aid of it. 


CUBA’S TOBACCO EXPORT TAX. 


Gen. Wood's Request for 50 Per Cent. 
Reduction Allowed. 
HAVANA, Jan. 27.—Governor General 
Wood has informed the tobacco exporters 
that the Government at Washington has 


allowed his petition for a 50 per cent. re- 
duction in the exportation tax. 

The lowering of the export duty has been 
the subject of agitation among the tobacco 
interests in Cuba for a year, 
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REFORM CLUB ON 
THE SUBSIDY BILL 


Another Attack Made on the 
“ Hanna-Payne-Frye ” Act. 


Claim Made that “Its Professed Aims 
Are Bald Shams to Distract Atten- 
tion from a Treasury Raid.” 


Under the title ‘‘ Hanna-Payne-Frye Sub- 
sidy, Profession versus Performance,” the 
Committee on Tariff Reform of the Reform 
Club has prepared another article on the 
Subsidy bill now before Congress, The pre- 
ample of the Senate bill is quoted, follow- 
ing the statement: ‘That a volunteer 
‘committee’ with an eye single to its own 
profit should pose as patriots is in accord 
with settled precedent.’’ The article then 
takes up the various claims of the friends 
of the measure, from a point of view ex- 
pressed in the words: ‘Experience has 
also taught us to expect in such cases just 
what we find here, that the professed aims 
of the bill are bald shams, set up to dis- 
tract attention from the Treasury raid 
just planned.” 

it is claimed in the article that, although 
the bill is presented as being intended to 
help the export trade, the shipping which 
it is proposed to subsidize carries only one- 
tenth of our exports, thus leaving freights 
to depend upon the rate at which the other 
nine-tenths will carry cargoes, and leaving 
the subsidized one-tenth, while pocketing 
the Government subsidy, to charge full 
freights. Five per cent. of our shipeing 
outward and 30 pe: cent. of that inwar 
bound, is already running in ballast. Sub- 
sidy not on cargo must greatly increase the 
extent to which ship owners will thus run 
rather than take unfavorable charters. 

The subsidy being given according to the test- 
ed speed of the vessel, and not by the rate run, 
a fourteen-knot ship drifting about at a ten- 
knot rate could actually run with profit, as com- 
pared with waiting for cargo, and would thus 
be paid by our Government, to lie idle and not 
earry American exports, 

Finally, it is asserted,

the highest subsidies 
not merely do not but 
considerable export cargo—a 
fast passenger steamer of the “ International 
for example, receiving eleven times as much 
subsidy in proportion to cargo as would a stand- 
ard freighter of the bes: class. 

It is pointed out that the pretense that 
auxiliary cruisers ard transports would 
thus ‘be provided for Government use is 
even more absurd. The vessels now build- 
ing by the Government and others now av- 
erage above 23 knots, while of all ships in 
existence, or likely to be induced by this 
bill, there are only four (of 20 knots) of 
above 17 knots speed, and none others like- 
ly to be built. The usefulness of trans- 
ports and cruisers that could not fight or 
run and the fatal effect on fast war ves- 
sels of ships to accompany or protect which 
they must delay their course, are touched 
upon. Attention is then called to the fact 
that: 

Most ships that the friends of this bill claim 
to be available for Government use are now 
getting mail subsidies under the law of 1891, by 
which they are already expressly reserved for 
Government use in case it chooses to take them, 
and in addition compelled to be fitted for such 
use by requiroments more rigid than those pro- 
posed by the pending bill, which, giving them a 
larger subsidy, expressly permits them to can- 
cel their pending contracts. So far, therefore, 
as concerns use for transports or cruisers, the 
proposed bill, instead of putting better vessels 
at the service of the Government, actually re- 
leases those now at Its disposal from the re- 
quirements of fitness therefor to which they 
are now subject. 

That part of the bill that is said to be in- 
tended to help the American seaman is 
characterized as ‘‘ most contemptible of 
ail.” It is argued that the provisién that 
subsidized ships have one-quarter of their 
erew either citizens or those intending to 
become such 1s nullified by the express pro- 
viso that if the master cannot secure such 
a crew he need not do so; the provision 
that one American boy be employed at sea- 
manship for every thousand tons of ship- 
ping is made innocuous by the_ provision 
that he need be paid only what his services 
are worth. With reference to the provision 
that a few fishermen serving upon ships, 
subsidized for the year at $2 per ton in 
case they run three months, be given $1 
per month during the time they are actual- 
ly employed, it is pointed out that as no 
minimum wage is provided, our Govern- 
ment would simply pay $1 per month of 
the wages fixed by ordinary competition, 
for which the American fishermen would 
still work. y 

Finally, since th. ships which would get the 
most of the subsidy must now, under their mail 
contracts, have one-half of their crew Ameri- 
cans, and not merely to employ the same number 
of American boys, but educate them as petty 
officers, the net result of the pending bill— 
which expressly releases these ships from their 
present contracts—would be to employ fewer 
American sailors and fewer American boys, and 
to decrease inducements offered the latter to go 
to sea. 

The claim that American shipowning or 
American shipbuilding in general will be 
increased is declared preposterous. It is 
pointed out that our shipyards are already 
crowded to their utmost capacity by orders 
tor the classes of ships now most called for, 
without reference to subsidy. Contracts 
for two steamers, larger than any hereto- 
fore built, have lately been given to an 
American shipyard whose bid was from 
$400,000 to $500,000 lower than British ship- 
yards. 

In conclusion the article says: 

American shipbuilding leads the world to-day, 
and American shipowning would do so except 
for our laws. As to this bill, its real character 
is betrayed by the last committee amendment. 
That provided in effect— 

‘* Whereas, under the free trade in supplies and 

materials which our shipyards now enjoy, they 
are filled with work and successfully compete 
with the Old World in bidding for new work, 
they shall hereafter be compelled to use Ameri- 
can materials—muinly iron, steel, and machin- 
ery. 
This would not provide additional market for 
American materials, since these are now almost 
exclusively used; but it would put our shipyards 
at the mercy of our trusts, which must now sup- 
ply them at comparatively reasonable prices, 


STEAMSHIP ADRIFT AT SEA. 


ST. VINCENT, C. V., Jan. 27.—An Italian 
steamer called here to-day and reports 
having been compelled, after fruitless ef- 
forts at towing, to leave the British steam- 
er Cavour, Jan. 24, in latitude 4 degrees 


north, longitude 29 degrees west, with her 
engines disabled and irreparable at sea. 


The steamer Cavour of the _ Liverpool, 
Brazil and River Plate Steam Navigation 
Company, (Messrs. Lamport & Holt,) sailed 
from Liverpool Jan. 1 for Rio Janeiro in 
command of Capt. Kelly. She is a steel 
vessel of 3,151 tons net. 


French Government Seizes Guns, 
PARIS, Jan. 27.—Recently Le Petit Sou, 
a Socialist journal, announced that it was 
prepared to sell guns to its subscribers at 
a very moderate figure, being persuaded 
that an armed nation was indispensable 


to the welfare of the republic and the 
country. The Government watched the 
proceeding for a week, and finally deciding 
that a depot of arms was not safe in the 
hands of those who are only too willing 
to atempt a coup d'état, seized the entire 
lot. 
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Gales Sweeping the British Coasts. 

LONDON, Jan, 28.—Heavy gales are 
sweeping the British coasts, and many ship- 
ping casualties are reported. The mail 
steamers between Dieppe and Newhaven 
have ceased running. Great damage has 
been done in South Wales, and also in Ire- 
land, where the storm is especially fierce 
and accompanied by hail and sleet, A large 
school in the course of erection at London- 
derry was blown down yesterday. 


Two Embezzlements in Germany. 
BERLIN, Jan, 27.,—Yesterday two em- 
bezzlements were reported in Berlin, the 


Mitteldeutsche Kredit Bank losing 200,000 
marks and Herr Ch, Kretschmar, the bank- 
er, 80,000 marks.

In a circular addressed to the defenders 
and friends of protection, C. A. Moore, the 
newly elected President of the American 
Protective Tariff League, yesterday an- 


nounced his acceptance of the office. The 
circular reads, in part:

eternal vigilance, which has been the price of 
our splendid success, should be unceasingly 
maintained; that we must continue to be alert 
if we are to hold on to what we have gained 
at such great sacrifices of energy, time, and 
money, 
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HEARD ABOUT TOWN. 


Pictures of the late Queen of England 
have always been a salable commodity 
in this town, Collectors and such men as 
make a fad of extra illustrating volumes 
had to have them. In some way or other 
most of the Grangerized books have por- 
traits of the Queen introduced. So for the 
older and more valuable etchings, engrav- 
ings, prints, and photographs there has 
been a sufficient demand to make them 
searce enough to command fair prices. 
Since her death the values of the pictures 
in the stock of dealers who happen to have 
them have increased by over 100 per cent. 
For a couple of years to come the outlook 
is that the country will be fairly flooded 
with the books—histories they will proba- 
bly be termed by the authors and publish- 
ers, if by no one else—relating to the life 
and reign of Victoria. Magazine editors 
are hurriedly unearthing al the old manu- 
scripts they have in their safes on the sub- 


ject. Hack writers, as well as those men 
the use of whose names is worth paying 
for as an advertisement, are being be- 
slieged to write ‘personal recollections ” 
of the Queen, her son, her family, her cor- 
onation, her marriage, her jubilee, and all 
that sort of thing. Portraits are needed to 
illustrate this forthcoming flood of rem- 
iniscent gossip and gush, and the mgre 
uncommon the more valuable they are to 
magazine publishers, So publishers and 
the extra-il!ustratcrs are in the market for 
all the rare pictures of her Majesty. Nat- 
urally, then, prices have gone soaring. 
Next week they will be higher, for be- 
lated collectors will be out after the prizes. 
As the latter are willing to pay any sort 
of a price for a picture they want or think 
they need to round out their collections, a 
harvest is in prospect for those shrewd 
dealers of the town who, foreseeing the 
death of the Queen and the demand that 
would be created for these pictures, have 
been accumulating them ever since the 
days of the jubilee. One of this class is 
said to have put about all the profits of 
his business for the past three years into 
Victoria portraits until he has almost 
cleaned the London market of the most 
desirable and valuable of the engravings 
and etchings. 
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There are a couple of keys that Martin 
Keese, the veteran janitor of the City Hall, 
has not allowed to go out of his possession 
for an instant sfnce the death of Queen 
Victoria. These are the keys that admit to 
the cupola of the building graced by the 
presence of our Mayor. Without them no 
one can reach the halyards with which the 
flag on the City Hall is raised and lowered. 
So much fuss has been made about that 
flag being kept at the peak of the staff 
since Victoria's death that Mr. Keese does 
not intend to have the flag lowered to halt- 
mast. Some mischievous person might do 
it if the halyards were within reach. Mr, 
Keese’s watchfulness is due to his recol+ 
lections of what happened to the flag on 
St. Patrick’s Day a few years ago.

At once there was a howl, 
cries that the Mayor was insulting the 
Irish, and a scramble to the roof to set the 
flag to rights. So securely were the hal- 
yards fastened that it was the work of 
several minutes before the ropes could be 
cut and the flag restored to its rightful 
place, at the peak of the staff. It was with 
difficulty that the police restrained. the 
paraders from storming the City Hall, and 
the incident was the sensation of the day. 
It is to prevent a recurrence of anything 
of this sort that Mr. Keese keeps the only 
keys leading to the roof of the building in 
his pockets. He will not allow them out of 
his possession, nor allow any one on the 
roof on any pretext, until after the Queen 
is buried. With so much feeling over the 
present flag incident it is the only safe 
thing for him to do. 
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Attendants at the skating rink in this city 
where hockey games are played are grum- 
bling over what they deem a piece of ex- 
tortion now being practiced by, the manage- 
ment. Admission to the rink, with a privi- 
lege of witnessing the games from a com- 
fortable seat, last Winter was fixed at 50 
cents. Hockey became popular, and the 
best of the contests attracted considerable 
crowds. Now if one wants a seat he must 
pay a half dollar in addition to the ad- 
mission fee. It is worth a half dollar to 
see the games and enjoy a short spin on 
the ice afterward, patrons of the place say, 
but is worth no more. That charge was 
satisfactory and the games did much to 
attract people to the place. What the 
young men are grumbling about is the de- 
mand that they shall pay the extra charge 
for a seat. Most of them take a young 
lady with them to see the sport. They are 
willing to pay a dollar for that privilege. 
But the unexpected addition of another dol- 
lar to their expenditure in order that the 
two may sit comfortably and watch the 
game—never exceeding an hour in duration 
—they deem an imposition. As they are at 
the mercy of the management in this mat- 
ter there seems to be no remedy, for there 
is no other place in the city where the 
games may be played. The effect of the 
additional charge on the attendance is al- 
ready very noticeable, a fact which may re- 
sult in the restoration of the old scale of 
prices. Columbia University boys are par- 
ticularly bitter complainants, as they take 
a lively interest in the intercollegiate con- 
tests, and cannot afford to pay $2 to go to 
see the games, as they have to if they take 
a lady with them.

A buyer for one of the largest of the fur- 
riers of the town discovered a new industry 
while on a trip through the West last 
month. ina litthe Wisconsin town he found 
a young farmer with capital and ideas who 
had gone into mink raising as a business. 
He had been breeding hares, on the theory 
that there was to be a big demand for their 
pelts, and thought he saw a fortune in it. 
But the returns were small, and so he de- 
cided to abandon the scheme and go in 
for minks. For the skins of these little 
fellows there is an increasing demand with 
the increasing scarcity of the minks. He 
hired some of the boys of the town to trap 
the minks for him, offering to pay twice 
the vatue of their skins for the live ani- 
mals. The offer held good until he had 


accumulated aBout 200 of the dark-skinned 
little fellow. The experimenter has a 
he has selected his breeding establish- 
ment, and furnished an artificial home for 
them in a series of closely built pens, with 
fences protected at the tops with the arched 
wires such as are used at our Zoological 
Garden, to keep his pets from escaping. 
The mink is something in the vampire way, 
and rabbits and artificially hatched chick- 
ens are raised for food for the voracious 
little fellows. The experimenter has a 
theory that the skins will be better if the 
minks are allowed to feed in their natural 
way, by sucking the blood from the fresh- 
ly killed bodies of the rabbits and chickens. 
There isn’t much to a mink, but what 
there is of him, if the fur is dark and fine 
enough, is very valuable, from the furrier’s 
standpoint. Whether the minks will breed 
as rapidiy in captivity as they do in their 
natura! surroundings is a question yet to 
be solved, In fact, the whole scheme is 
full of mysteries, for, so far as could be 
ledrned among breeders of pets at the 
Chicken Show, this is the first mink farm 
that has been established. If it should 
prove a sug¢cess, there seems to be a new 
field opened to farmers’ boys to earn a 
little pocket money. It will be easier to 
breed than to trap minks, which have a de- 
served reputation for shrewdness, so far as 
traps are concerned.

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SUPERANNUATION IN 
THE CIVIL SERVICE 


Report of the Special Committee 
of the Reform League. 


it Recommends as the Best Remedy 
a System Requiring Life Insurance 
on the Deferred Annuity Plan. 


The special committee of the Civil Serv- 
{ce Reform League—Richard Henry Dana 
of Boston, William Dudley Foulke of In- 
diana, and Silas W. Burt of New York—has 
prepared a report on superannuation in 
the civil service, in which it unanimously 
recommends as the best remedy for super- 
annuation a system requiring life insurance 
on the deferred annuity plan by all em- 
ployes during probation, as a prerequisite 
to final appointment. It is proposed to 
make the policies non-assignable and to be 
secured by deposits by the insuring com- 
panies in Government control. 

Those employes still capable and useful 
at the fixed age are to be allowed to stay 
in the service at regular salary, on condi- 
tion that their annuities go to a surplus 
fund with which to pay annuities to those 
under that fixed age who have become in- 
capable through no fault of their own. 

The report suggests that the exact age 
at which the annuities would normally be 
payable, the amount to be paid in va- 
rious grades, the age and conditions under 
which the surplus annuities would be paid 
to those superannuated below the normal 
age, and all other details necessary to carry 
out the plan should be fixed by regula- 
tions to be drawn by a special commis- 
sion, 

The more radical remedies for superan- 
nuation that have been generally proposed 
are summed up in the report as follows: 

A civil pension list. 

A retirement fund to be made up 
tions from salaries. 

A provision requiring endowment or deferred 
annuity insurance from all seeking admission to 
the civil service. 

Provision for the forced retirement of a cer- 
tain percentage of employes each year. 

Recurring examinations for promotion, 
tions, and dismissals. 

A daily record of efficiency for the same pur- 
pose. 

Fixed terms of office. 

Forced retirement at a certain age. 

And also certain combinations of these. 

It is pointed out that the civil pensicn 
system has led to great abuses in England. 
and is extremely unpopular in America; 
that there is danger of a civil service lobb 
in Congress should the system be adopted. 

In dealing with the subject of a retire- 
ment fund it is pointed out that two forms 
might be used: 

(a) A deduction from all salaries for the 
immediate support of a retired list and (b) 
annual deductions from the salaries of 
those hereafter to enter the service, which 
should be allowed to accumulate at com- 
pound interest to form a fund for annuities, 
payable only to those who have thus con- 
tributed. 

Objection to the first method is found in 
the fact that those now in the service in- 
clude only those who are able to do some 
work, while the retired list would also in- 
clude the absolutely helpless. Besides this, 
a pension at the end of the service tends to 
increase the number of persons who would 
stay on for the sake of the pension. Be- 
sides other objections, it is pointed out, that 
this system is unfair to those coming into 
the service young and remaining on for 
many years, as they would have had de- 
ducted from their salaries very much more 
than would have insured them the same an- 
nuity at the same age in any insurance 
company, and those older and nearer the 
age of retiring would have paid far less 
than their share. 

Regarding the second plan, the one rec- 
ommended by the commission, the report 
says in part: 

The average age of entering our classified 
service is twenty-eight years. Starting with 
that, it would require annual payments of $27 a 
year on male lives to pay an annulty of $600 to 
those who should attain seventy years of age for 
every year for the rest of their lives. That 
would be 2.7 per cent. on a salary of $1,000. 
This cost is based upon information furnishei 
by one of the largest life insurance companies 
in the United States to cover the special case. 
They actually issue such policies now, under the 
name of ‘ deferred annuities.’’ On the basis of 
paying the same annuity at the age of sixty-five 
and over, instead of seventy, it would cost $55.20 
a year, or a little over twice as much as if pay- 
able at seventy years of age and over. 

The cost of these deferred annuities includes, 
of course, expenses and profits of the insurance 
company. Theoretically the Government could 
insure at less cost, but on the other hand, it 
must be assumed that the Government would be 
limited to investments in United States bonds 
with very low rates of interest, while insurance 
companies can secure 4.5 per cent. 

The Government might make deductions on the 
basis of the cost of company insurance, use the 
fund for its own purposes, and pay the annuities 
on the same basis as the companies, but this 
would be making up the difference out of the 
pockets of the people, and when once the annut- 
ties, at least for any considerable length of 
time, are not strictly confined to a self-sustain- 
ing fund, there comes in the old danger of a 
lobby and claims for special privileges, as in the 
case of direct pensions. 

The advisability of requiring insurance In the 
way of deferred annuities from all those who 
enter the service is largely a matter of the cost 
of this insurance. A deferred annuity payable, 
for example, at $600 a year every year of Hfe 
over seventy on male lives beginning at twenty- 
eight, (the average age of entrance into the clas- 
sified service,) would require payments of $27 a 
year, or 2.7 per cent. on an average salary of 
$1,000. On a larger average salary the propor- 
tion would be the same.

THEATRE FOR WHITE RATS. 


Circle Music Hall Offered to Them— 
Propositions from Western Managers. 
At a meeting yesterday of the associa- 

tion of vaudeville performers known as the 

White Rats, and organized in opposition to 

the Vaudeville Trust, Daniel Jackson, rep- 

resenting the Col bia Amusement Com-. 
pany, has offered Circle Music Hall to 
the association for a rental which it seems 
will practically assure the success of the 
undertaking. The matter was referred to 
the Board of Directors with the advice that 
before further steps are taken, the matter 
of securing the license, which has so far 
kept the Circle Music Hall dark, should be 
investigated.

ACTOR PREPARES FOR DEATH. 


James McDermott, Dying of Consump- 
tion in Hospital, Orders His Coffin 
and Arranges for Funeral. 

As the result of a cold contracted while 
playing the part of one of the Three Mus- 
keteers with James O'Neill in Montreal two 
years ago, James McDermott, for a quar- 
ter of a century an actor connected with 
various road companies, is dying of con- 
sumption in St. Joseph's Hospital, One 
Hundred and Forty-third Street and St. 
Ann's Avenue. The patient is resigned to 
his fate, and does not expect to live more 
than ten days at the most. He has left a 
will and explicit instructions that his fu- 

neral shall not cost more than $125. 

McDermott, who is fifty-six years old, 
was taken from the home of his sister to 


the hospital several months ago, and has 
been gradually sinking ever since. From a 
man of 240 pounds he has fallen away to 
150 pounds. Several days ago he sent for 
Lawyer Kelly of 211 Alexander Avenue and 
ordered him to draw up his will, in which 
he directed that the $2,500 accruing from 
his life insurance policy shall be distributed 
among his sisters and St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
the institution to receive $1,000. A couple 
of days ago McDermott called in Under- 
taker James Hynes of 873 Willis Avenue 
and discussed with him the details of his 
funeral with the greatest frankness, order- 
ing the kind of casket he wanted, and mak- 
ing provision for the care and comfort of 
his friends who would accompany his woa, 
to its last resting place. 

According to his own statement he caught 
cold on the last night of James O'Neill's 
engagement two years ago. After each act 
the stage doors were opened to remove the 
seenery, and he, standing in the wings, 
lightly clad, contracted the cold which has 
brought him to his death bed.

GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 
BERLIN, Jan, 27.—The news of the death 
Queen Victoria affected the German 
30erses only slightly, although some real- 
ization selling was caused in consequence 
of the closing of the London Stock Px- 
change. The stagnation of the previous 
weeks continued, the only department show- 
ing any life last week being the domestic 
Government funds. In this department the 
growing abundance of money and the suc- 
cess of the Saxon loan, together with the 
increasing distrust in industrials and 
American securities, caused lively buying, 
and the week was the best these funds had 
seen for months. Imperial and Prussian 
8s rose more than 1 per cent. on the week. 
The preference of the public for Gov- 
ernment securities is growing, and it af- 
fects also the market for American rail- 
road shares. The Frankfurter Zeitung re-

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GROWTH IN FOREIGN 
AGRICULTURAL TRADE: 


$844,616,530 Worth of Products 
Sold Abroad Last Year. 


62 PER CENT.OF TOTAL EXPORT 


Export Value of Corn, for the First. 
Time, Exceeds That of Wheat, and 
Is the Largest on Record. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Frank H. 
Hitchcock, Chief of the Section of Foreign 
Markets of the Agricultural Department, 
has just issued his annyal review of the 
trade of the United States in agricultural 
products. In the course of his report h 
says: 

“Compared with the value of our im-" 
ports for 1900, that of our domestic ex- 
ports showed an excess of $520,822,387. Of 
the merchandise imported from foreign” 
countries about 49 per cent. consisted of 
agricultural products. These products haa’* 
an aggregate value of $420,136,881, exceed-~ 
ing by almost $65,000,000 the record of the 
year before. Hides, silk, and wool were ths” 
leading factors in the growth, although ~ 
vegetable fibres, sugar, and tobacco also” 
showed important gains. The six items * 
mentioned contributed nearly $60,000,000 to 
the increase in value. Products of United 
States agriculture were marketed abroad 
in the fiscal year 1900 to the value of $844,- 
616,530, forming about 62 per cent, of the 
total domestic exports. 

“With the single exception of 1898, the 
past year witnessed the largest annual ex- 
port trade in farm produce on record. The 
value attained came within $15,000,000 of 
the phenomenal figures for 1898, and sur- 
passed those for 1899 by more than $50,000,- 
000. A considerable portion of the increase 
over 1899 was accounted for by the higher 
price of cotton. The exports of this great 
staple, although smaller in quantity than 
during the preceding year, exhibited an 
advance of nearly $33,000,000 in value. Aside 
from cotton the largest gains in value were 
those afforded by the exports of meat pro- 
ducts and live stock. Tobacco, fruits and 
nuts, vegetable oils, oil cake and oil cake 
meat, dairy prodticts, and seeds also furn- 
ished examples of increase. 

“A comparison of the value of our agri- 
cultural exports for 1900 with that of our 
agricultural imports shows that the former 
exceeded the latter by $424,480,149. The 
export value was slightly more than double 
the amount of the import value. 

‘Among the agricultural imports of the 
United States for the fiscal year 1900, the 
leading items, named in the order of value, 
were sugar, hides and skins, coffee, silk, 
vegetable fibres, wool, fruits and nuts, 
tobacco, tea, wines, vegetable oils, and 
cocoa. These twelve items comprised in 
value nearly 90 per cent. of our entire im- 


port trade in the products of foreign agri- 
= during the year. 

‘““In detail, these principal items of our 
imports make the following showing, the 
figures given being for 1900 and the com- 
parison of gain or loss being with the fiscal 
year 1899: 

“Sugar, 4,018,086,530 pounds; gain, 
835,961 pounds, and total gain in value of 
these imports, $5,286,854. Hides and skins, 
845,935,778 pounds; gain, 78,845,028 pounds; 
value of gain, $15,947,855. Coffee, 787,991,- 
911 pounds; loss, 43,835,152 pounds; valne of 
loss, $2,807,527. Silk, 13,073,718 pounds; 
gain, 1,823,335 pounds; value of gain, $12,- 
850,133. Vegetable fibres, chiefly sisal 
grass, cottons, and manila hemp, $34.: 
730; gain, $9,021,511. Wool, 155,928,455 
pounds; gain, 79,192,246 pounds, (or over

“Our principal agricultural exports in 
1900, as in previous years, were bread- 
stuffs, cotton, and meat products. These, 
with live animals, tobacco, oil cake, vege- 
table oils, fruits, and nuts, dairy products, 
and seeds, comprising over 95 per cent. of 
our total exports of farm produce during 
1900. Our exports of breadstuffs, although 
far exceeding in value the average for 
preceding years, show a slight falling off 
when compared with the exceptionally 
heavy shipments of 1898 and 1899. 

“For the first time in the history of the 
trade the total export value of corn ex- 
ceeded that of wheat. In both quantity and 
value the exports of corn for 1900 were the 
largest ever reported, amounting to 209,- 
348,284 bushels, worth $85,206,400, being 
greater in quantity by 35,259,190 bushels, 
and in value by $16,228,952 than in 1899. 
The average annual export price per bushel 
for 1900 was 40.7 cents, against 39.6 cents 
for 1899. 

“In the exportation of meat products 
during the past year there was an increase 
of $7,072,805 over the exceptionally high 
figures of 1899, the total value of the con- 
signment sent to foreign markets in 1900 
reaching as high as $173,751.471, and thus 
surpassing all previous records. The value 
for 1899, which was the highest previously 
reported, amounted to $166,679,166. The 
principal gaift occurred in the group of ar- 
ticles classed as beef products, the in- 
crease amounting to 47,258,331 pounds in 
quantity and $8,082,793 in value. Fresh: 
beef contributed the chief part of this gain. 
In the exports of hog products, on the other 
hand, there was a falling off of 140,241,179 
pounds, as regards quantity, and $3,019,926 
as regards value. Bacon and lard were the 
principal factors in this decline. 

“Aside from the various hog and beef 
products, oleo oil formed the most impor- 
tant item under the head of meat products; 
The exports of oleo oil for 1900 showed a 
nesiosante increase in both quantity and 
value.

THREATENED ERIE ROAD STRIKE. 


Machinists Not Disposed to Quit Work 
Out of Sympathy for Boilermakers. 


The agency established at 62 Greenwich 
Street for engaging machinists in anticipa- 
tion of an out-of-town strike, presumably 
on the Erie Railroad, continued to do busi- 
ness yesterday, though it was Sunday. 

George H. Warner, business agent of the 
New York district of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists, said yesterday: 

“The machinists in the Erfe shops have 
some gtievances, but I don’t believe they 
will be willing to go out at present on @ 
sympathetic strike. We are just in the 
throes at present of a nine-hour demand, 
which we believe we will be able to get 
without any trouble. There is a good feel- 
ing among the members of the association 
and their employers at present. I believe 
the boilermakers are likely to strike, and 
hope they will succeed, but there is a 
ehanece of the demands being granted with- 
out strikes.”’ 

The officers of the International Brother- 
hood of Boilermakers said that the New 
York end would probably be the last of the 
Erie Railroad to be affected by the strike 
of the boilermakers in the Erie shops. It 
was possible that, instead of a general 
strike, there would be scattering strikes in 
the repair shops at various points along the 
Erie Railroad.

Accompanied by His Wife, He Arrives 
from Europe on the Minnehaha. 
John Fox, Jr., son of the President of the 
Democratic Club, returned to this country 
yesterday on the Atlantic Transport liner 
Minnehaha from London.

But my partner had the 
advantage of me, as I was across the ocean, 
so he made it a appeer that he was the one 
who first wanted the separation.”’ 

The Foxes were married at Long Branch 
in 1895. In 1899 the couple went across the 
ocean together. Later Mrs. Fox returned 
alone. During the latter part of last month 
she went across again, and it was just after 
this last departure that the stories relative 
to the alleged quarrel of the two appeared, 
as well as the statement that Mr. Fox had 
disappeared trom human ken. 
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| BURGLARS MAKE SECOND CALL. 


Frank Johnson Chased Thieves Away 
the Night Previous, but They Re- 


turned and Looted the Apartment. 

It became known yesterday that the home 
of Frank Johnson, chief accountant of 
the Custom House, who lives at 64 Herki- 
mer Street, Brooklyn, had been looted by 
burglars on Friday night last, and $500 
worth of jewelry stolen. One extraordinary 
feature of the robbery was that it had been 
attempted the night before, presumably by 
the same burglars, one of whom was sur- 
prised in the kitchen by Mr, Johnson, but 
made his escape. 

Mr. Johnson lives with his wife and son, 
Frank Johnson, Jr., on the second floor of 
an apartment house. Mr. Johnson attended 
meeting of a society of which he is a 
member on Thursday night, and returned 
home about 11 o'clock. He found his wife, 
who was at home alone, in a badly fright- 
ened state. Mrs. Johnson told her hus- 
band that she thought she had heard some 
moving about in the kitchen in the 
rear. Mr. Johnson went into the kitchen, 
and saw a man getting out through a 
window. He rushed toward the fellow, but 
the thief dropped to the ground, a distance 
of sixteen feet, and sealing the fence, dis- 
appeared. Realizing the uselessness of pur- 
suit under the circumstances, Mr. John- 
son did not attempt to follow the thief. 


As no ladder was in evidence outside the 
window, Mr. Johnson concluded that the 
burglar must have come down from above 
on the fire-escape. He thought it probable 
that the thief had made his way over the 
roots from some nearby house. 

Mr. Johnson nailed up the window by the 
lire-escape, although he hardly expected to 
receive another visit from the thief On 
Friday night, with his wife, he attended a 
euchre party at the home of a friend. The 
son was also out during the evening. The 
three reached home together about mid- 
night. They found that during their ab- 
sence burglars had entered the place and 
leisurely ransacked the rooms. The thieves 
had paused in their work to enjoy them- 
selves at the expense of Mr. Johnson. On 
the centre table in the parlor was a box of 
Mr. Johnson's cigars, half of the cigars 
being gone. The thieves had reclined com- 
fortably in easy chairs and smoked several 
cigars each, the stubs of which lay on the 
silk table cover, which had been burned in 
i number of places.

The younger Mr. Johnson, thinking the 
thieves might still be in the neighborhood, 
ran out and searched about in the near-by 
streets in Herkimer Place, in the rear, 
he come upon a man who he thought was 
acting suspiciously, and grabbed hold of 
him. The man resisted, but Johnson drew 
a revolver which he had brought with him 
ind compelled the man to return to the 
Johnson apartments with him. 

Mr. Johnson, the elder, in the 
had summoned the police. The younger 
Mr. Johnson's prisoner was turned over to 
them. and he was taken to the Grand Ave- 
nue Station. There, however, he proved his 
innocence of any connection with the bur- 
giary and was allowed to go. The police 
have not yet gained any trace of the thieves 
or of the stolen property. In a pocketbook 
taken by the robbers was a key to the 
partments, and Mr. Johnson fears that 
the possesfion of this may encourage them 
to pay him a third visit.

GERMAN FACTIONS IN KINGS 
Citizens’ League Meeting Nearly 
Ends in a Riot. 


We fill orders

Willoughby Street Men Secede and 


Form the ‘“ German-American De- 


mocracy "—League to Fight 
Tammany. 


The attempt of the Willoughby Street or- 
ganization to capture the German-American 
Citizens’ League of Kings County, elect 
County Clerk Paul Huberty President, and 
thwart the reform movement started by 
Otto Kempner, almost precipitated a riot 
yesterday afternoon at a meeting § in 
Schwaben Hall. The opposing forces, after 
leaving the meeting, went to another part 
the hall, where they organized the Ger- 
man-American Democracy of Kings County. 

Before the meeting of delegates of the 
league was called together John Feiera- 
bend, the Secretary, attempted to keep out 
or the room men he thought had no right 
to be there. Among them was Fritz Weid- 
ner, a regularly elected delegate. The Svc- 
retary narrowly escaped being mobbed. 
When the meeting began the followers of 
Huberty constantly interrupted Feierabend 
while he was reading new constitution 
for the league, in which were the fol- 
lowing clauses: 

1. The separation of 
National elections. 

2. Home rule and freedom fri 
terference in local affairs 

%. Opposition to trusts 
their subjection to a rigid 
trol by State authority. 

4. Municipal ownership 
such as rallroads, ferries, 
ing, &c. 

5. A just system of 
lightening the burden 
small storekeeper. 

6. Government by the people through a sys- 
tem of direct nominations by the voters, instead 
of the presegt rule of irresponsible cliques. 

7. An honest enforcement of the civil service 
laws 

8. Economy 
of public affairs. 

9. The nomination of candidates whose charac- 
ter and ‘antecedents guarantee a discharge of 
their public duties in consonance with the prin- 
ciples herein enumerated, 

The Huberty men opposed the sixth 
clause, because it was a dig at Willoughby 
Street, and, owing to the interuption, Sec- 
retary Feierabend was unable to proceed. 
When Huberty and his followers found that 
they could get no recognition, they quitted 
the hall and went into another room, where 
they organized the German-American De- 
mocracy of Kings County. The meeting of 
the league was then carried on. The con- 
stitution was adopted and these officers 
lected: President—Otto Kempner; First 
Vice President—Gustav Schweppendick; 
Second Vice President--Joseph Treumann; 
Third Vice President—Richard Buettner; 
Secretary—John Feierabend; Recording 
Secretary—William Weiskoptf. 

After the election of the officers, Presi- 
dent Kempner spoke, in part, as foilows: 

“The election of a Mayor and of other 
city and county officials to take the places 
filled at present by representatives of the 
Tammany Hal! and Willoughby Street De- 
mocracy is arousing unusual interest. 
Preparations tor the great battle to be 
waged next November are now being made 
by a variety of organizations. It willesoon 
be necessary for us to determine on what 
side of the political line we will take our 
position. 

As citizens, we must confess that our 
Municipal Government has been weak, in- 
efficient, and corrupt. High officials have 
devoted their energies to self-enrichment 
through Ice Trust speculations and similar 
enterprises, while the city’s interests were 
treated with indifference and _ neglect. 
Never in the history of any civilized com- 
munity has the police force been so brazen- 
Iv dishonest as during Mayor Van Wyck’s 
administration. The police, the paid pro- 
tectors of law and order, have maintained 
an outlaw’s license bureau at Police Head- 
quarters. Licenses were issued to every 
conceivable style and grade of crooks to 
ply their criminal ——_ on payment of 
hush money. New York has become the 
modern Mecca for profesional lawbreak- 
ers.. The vicious classes have held high 
carnival in the metropolis of America by 
special greenies. and protection of the pub- 
lic guardians of law. 

‘** English-speaking citizens 
principles similar to ours have formed a 
Citizens’ Union. They will fight for clean 
and independent candidates, and be op- 
posed to partisan hacks and puppet offi- 
cials. This is exactly the course we will 
have to pursue. Of course, we will await 
the nomination of a ticket before we de- 
cide whom we can support, but the chances 
are that we will be satisfied with the can- 
didates of the combined independent organ- 
izations, and will eventually join our forces 
in a grand movement for the overthrow 
of rotten boss rule in New York and Kings 
Counties. No respectable German-Amer- 
ican voter can aftord to stand for Tam- 
many’s guilty record, and the’ equally 
shameful record of Tammany’'s counterpart 
in Brooklyn.” 

The Huberty faction after speeches de- 
nouncing Mr. Kempner elected these offi- 
cers: President—Peter P. Huberty; First 
Vice President—Louis Melke; Second Vice 
President—August Schmidt; Thi Vice 
President—Joseph Ruppert; Record g& Sec- 
retary—Julius Gottschalk; Treasurer—Fritz 
Weidner. A committee of five was ap- 
pointed to draw up a Constitution for the 
new organization.

MAY JOIN LABOR FEDERATION. 


Question of Applying for a Charter Con- 
sidered by Central Federated 
Union. 


The Central Federated Union, the only 
central labor body in America which, it is 
alleged, is not affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, decided at the 
meeting yesterday to leave the question of 
aplying to the federation for a charter to 
the affiliated unions. This action was the 
result of the receipt of a letter from Pres- 
ident Samuel Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor on the subject, in 
which the writer stated that Knights of 
Labor would receive as fair play as the 
open unions in the federation, The decision 
of the central body was only reached, how- 
ever, after a bitter discussion, in which 
President Gompers was handled a little 
roughly. 

The first to object was James P. Archi- 
bald of the Paper Hangers’ Union, because 
Gompers in his letter advised the paper 
hangers to form one union along with the 
painters. Both have separate organiza- 
tions in this city. 

** Every time we had anything to do with 
the painters,” said Delegate Archibald, “it 
meant the lowering of wages for us. Ten 
years ago paper hangers earned 50 per 
cent. more than they are doing now. Then 


painters took up the work of paper hang- 
ing and pulled the wages down.’ 

Other delegates aceused Gompers of or- 
ganizing rival unions of trades which were 
on strike while the strike was going on. 
One or two of them said that they had 
hesitated long before going into the federa- 
tion, and would hesitate longer. 

“When I went with a committee to Mr. 
Gompers’s office, when it was in Clinton 
Place, in this city, caring a strike of our 
union for $4 a day,” said Delegate mrtpey 
of the Encaustic Tilelayers’ Union, 
were treated infamously. We wanted Mr. 
Gompers to support our strike, but were 
ordered out of the office." 

Others brought charges of various kinds 
against Gompers which fizzled out under 

discussion. he friends of Gompers then 
carried the day, to the extent of causing 
the question of applying to Gompers for a 
charter to be referred to the affiliated 
unions, the vote being unanimous. 

The Plasterers’ Union was directed to rec- 
ognize the cards of the Modelers’ and Wood 
Carvers’ Unions, which it has hitherto re- 
fused to do, within two weeks or be sus- 
pended. The two delegates of the Plaster- 
ers’ Union then left the ha the hall.
